The latest o{Ti< i;]] ii]iJti>tiiicements from 
Petrograd assert that the Russians have 
assumed the offensive along the Dubysa 
river, and in the Baltic provinces, and 
they concede the loss of ground no- 
where except aloiig tl)e river Pruth, in 
Bukowina. 


Three Great Battles. 


Viewing the recent fighting in Cialieia 
in perspective it may be divided rough- 
ly into three great battles. 
Tlie chief 
of these was fought fortv miles to the 


southeast of Lcmberg, where the forces 
under Gen von Linsingen had not only 
crossed the Dneister, but had progressed 
twelve miles beyond, getting astride oí 
the Lemberg railroad. 
These were the 
forces which the Russians apparently 
iiave forced back with heavy loss, thus 
placing the 
river 
in 
Russian hands 
througliout. The second great battle, or 
series of battles, took place in the ter- 
ritory between Ugartsberg and Zyda- 
chow, and along this line the Russiand 
claim to have repulsed the Germans with 
severe punishment. 
North of both of 
these areas and to the east of Przemyel 
was the scene of the third battle. 
Here 
(¡en von Mackensen, at the head of the 
main Austro-German forces, was try 
ing to 
penetrate 
due 
east, through 
Lcmberg to Mosciska. 
By Wednesday, 
according to the Russian contention, the 
German check in this locality was com- 
plete.

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GERMANS CAPTURE ZURAWTÎA. 


Berlin Says Russian Attacks in Galicia 
Are Repulsed. 


Berlin, June 12.—German army head- 
quarters today gave out a report on the 
progress of hostilities reading as fol- 
lows : 


"In the western arena: 
Attacks oi 
the enemy yesterday in the dunes north- 
east of Ypres and near Manneskensvere; 
on tlic 
eastern ridge of 
the 
I-orette 
heights and in the Sonchex district were 
repulsed. 


"Ill the close range fighting to the 
north of Erurie the French brought up 
fresh troops. 
In the afternoon we suc- 
ceeded completely in driving the enemy 
out of our positions. 
An advance niaaa 
by the French during the evening broke 
down under our infantry fire and the 
retreating enemy suiTered very heavy 
losses. 
TsVar Sesso, to the southeast of 
Hebuterne we are again advancing from 
our position.

President Wilson of not being neutral 
and friendly toward Germany because 
lie is both. He contends that the presi- 
dent is dcsirovis of peace and that it is 
their duty to aid him in maintaining it, 
and third, not to attempt to connect 
the negotiations now in progress with 
Germany to those 
in

with 
Great Britain because the cases are dif- 
ferent. 


With the issuance of Mr. Bryan's lat- 
est statement interest today centered 
on the former secretary's future course. 
Mr. Bryan had said that he might make 
an announcement on the subject today. 


' Mr. Bryan announced today that he 
will devote the next two weeks to rest- 
ing up. 
Ho intends to visit Old Point 
Comfort the week end and on his re- 
turn he said he would have his plans for 
June matured. 


In a statement announcing his move- 
ments Mr. Bryan emphasized that none 
of his 
predecessors had 
served 
more 
hours at his desk and a greater number 
of days in the year, and added that 
Mrs. Bryan, who had sliared the strain 
with him also was in need of a rest.

the hours of 3 and o o'clock. 
Every 
block in the city and suburbs was cov- 
ered with the exception of eJeven an^ 
the homes in these blocks will be visited 
at once. 


The revised figures show that 22,600 
cards wore tilled out and that 
73,450 
persons were visited. 
Forty-eight thou- 
sand claimed church connection, while 
21.000 were not 
identified with 
any 
church. 
Less than seven per cent of 
the total 
24.000 declined to give a 
church preference. 
There is an average 
of three and one-fourtli persons to each 
record. 
The figures given o\it Saturday 
by Mr. Durham were conservative and it 
is' not believed they will be materially 
changed after the missing eleven blocks 
have been canvassed. 


There were more than 2.000 workers 
and with very few exceptions they we«» 
most cordially received. 
Many interest- 
ing stories are told by the workers, some 
amusing and others pathetic. 
One man 
very proudly and patriotically declared 
that 
his church 
preference 
was 
the 
"American 
Flag." 
One 
woman 
with 
tears streaming down her cheeks told 
the visitor that she had not heard from 
the church in twenty years. 
A colored 
woman said she started to early mass 
on Christmas morning and just as sfio 
was leaving tlie house her husband grab- 
bed her ntid would not let her go. 
She 
said slie had never tried it since. 
An- 
otlier woman told a visitor that before 
she had 
married 
she attended church 
and Simday school regularly and though 
she would liked to have continued her 
church going her husband will not per- 
mit it. threatening her with all sorts of 
violence if she violated his orders. 
Sha 
said that rather than quarrel with him 
she has for years refrained from attend- 
ing church even though it would be on« 
of the great joys of her life if she could. 


A prominent business man was at 
home wlien the visitor called. 
He said 
tliat ho had never taken much interesi 
in religion or in the work of the vari- 
ous 
churches 
hut 
when 
Protestant, 
Catholic and 
Jew joined 
hands in 
a 
movement of this kind it had caused him 
to tlu'nk seriously of becoming identified 
with one of the local churches. 
A prom- 
inent professional man of the city called 
Mr. 
Durliam 
by 
telephone 
Saturday 
morning, told him that his family was 
away when the visitor called and that 
he desired to give his church preference 
which he did over the telephone. 


One woman told the visitor that she 
had not been to church since coming to 
this countrj' from England, two years 
ago and has not even sent her six chil- 
dren. 
She said she had always attend- 
ed church in England, but that she had 
never "got started" aher coming to this 
country. 
Without her church, however, 
she said she had been very lonely and 
unhappy. 
She promised to attend 
moTQ 
faithfully in the future and that shor 
would 
send 
her 
children to 
Sunday 
school. 


Only Three Infidels. 


Out of the entire 22,600 cards then» 
were only three cards marked infidel. 
Mr. Durham regarded this as remark- 
able. One of these three insisted that h® 
sign the card himself and though ho 
know he was an infidel he was luiable to 
spell the word correctly.

RUSSIANS DEAL HARD 
BLOW N E ^ LEMBERG 


Petrograd Says Austro-German Forces 
Have Sustained Heavy Defeats 


in That Region 
^ 


London, June 12.—On three of the 
principal battle fronts of Europe suc- 
cesses for the allies are reported, on 
the Russian and Italian fronts and ort 
Gallipoll peninsula. 
Over the Franco- 
Belgian line, no movements 
of 
more 
than passing importance are under way 
and neither side can claim conspicuous 
advantages. 


Recent Russian claims that the tide 
of battle had turned in Galicia are ac- 
centuated by an official statement from 
Petrograd today. It is said the Austro- 
German forces south of Lemberg have 
sustained heavy defeats. 
Capture of 
several villages is announced, and it is 
said many prisoners and much M'ar ma- 
terial were taken. 


The Italian advance across the Isonzo 
river has not been checked. 
Occupation 
of the town of Gradisca, six miles south- 
west of Gorizia, is reported by the Ital- 
ian military authorities. 
Possession of 
this town and of Monfalcone, near the 


gulf of Trieste, would appear to give 
the Italians a firm hold on the lower 
Isonzo. 


Unofficial reports indicate 
that 
the 
allies have made greater advances than 
has been claimed in the official state- 
ments from Paris and London, which 
give few details. 
It is said the allies 
are now close to the town of Gallipoli, 
Avhich is near the neck of the peninsula, 
on the straits at the entrance to the 
sea of Marmora. The allies are reported 
also to 
have 
occupied 
hills 
around 
Maidos, about fifteen miles from the tip 
of the peninsula. 


The trawler Waago haa been sunk by 
a German submarine in the North sea. 
The members of the crew of the fishing 
boat had been landed at Hartlepool. 


The crew of the Lowestoft trawler 
Brittania, Avhich was sunk by a German 
submarine, have landed at 
Lowestoft.

Crisis With China Held to 
Explain Collapse of 
Russian March. 


Washington, 
June 
12.—The 
sudden 
collapse of the apparently overwhelm- 
ingly victorious westward march of tho 
Russian armies into Prussia and across 
the Carpathians into Hungary and the 
severe reverses 
which 
they suffered 
since the turn of the tide at Przemysl, 
were directly attributed to the recent 
crisis in the relations between China 
and Japan, according 
to 
information 
which has 
reached 
diplomatic circles 
here. 


According to these accounts at the be- 
ginning of the war Russia turned to Ja- 
pan for a supply of war material. Japan 
was in position to sell any quantity of 
ammunition and small arms and even 
cannon after 
the 
successful siege of 
Kiao Chow, Avhen there was no longer 
need for maintaining the large army 
mobilized for the purpose. 
So all the 
Japanese 
reserve 
ammunition, 
which 
could be spared, was loaded on to freight 
and express cars and even paBsenger 
coaches on the Siberian railroad, aud 
dispatched overland to Russia. 
In addi- 
tion the Japanese arms factories and 
metal; W'orks received and began to ex- 
ecute rapidly great contracts for the 
supply of ail sorts of military equip- 
ment to 
Russia, 
varying 
from field 
guns to uniforms and saddles. 


When the negotiations between China 
and Japan 
regarding 
Manchuria and 
Mongolia and Kiao Chow suddenly as- 
sumed a critical phase, it is said, the 
Japanese government regarded it as pru- 
dent to retain in Japan these military 
supplies as a precautionary measure in 
case the Chinese dispute should actual- 
ly eo to war and also beca.iise some 
powerful 
nations 
which 
guaranteed 
Chinese integrity, even Russian 
being 
kept in mind, might endeavor to inter- 
vene. 
Tho effect of the conservation of 
Japanese resources was almost instantly 
manifested at the far distant Russian 
front, for it developed that the Rus- 
sians had exhausted all their own re- 
serve stocks of ammunition and with 
their limited 
manufacturing 
facilities 


were dependent 
upon 
Japan 
for the 
greater part of the powder, shot and 
shell needed 
by 
the 
army. 
In that 
emergency appeals were made to Japan 
to loosen the embargo and pressure was 
brought 
te 
bear 
on 
that 
country, 
through her allies, so that it is under- 
stood tha^v now the current of supply 
has again been established, Japan hav- 
ing become satisfied that there is Jio 
longer imminent danger of trouble with 
China.

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A Debate With a Purpose 


r 
An inter-collegiate debate and discussion held a few days ago 
bt Indianapolis deserves more than passing notice from the fact 
that it was not merely a test of oratorical skill or an exposition of 
rhetorical training. 
Behind it was an educational purpose. 
The 
case in point is that in which representatives of nine Indiana col- 
leges discussed "The Need of Constitutional Revision in Indiana." 
It may be remarked in passing that Frank S. Hickman, of Depauw 
university, a Fort Wayne yoiing man, won the first prize of $50, 
while a second prize of $25 w^ent to 1. D. Carson, of Indiana uni- 
versity, and so excellent -svere all the efforts of all the debaters that 
announcement was made that each of the others would receive n 
prize of $5. All the prizes were donated by Theodore F. Thieme, 
)f Fort Wayne. 


The difficulty of amending the Constitution was one of the rea- 
sons advanced by the contestants why the fundamental law of the 
>tate should be revised. 
The Constitution should provide for non- 
partisan judges, it was asserted, and should make possible the or- 
ganization of new and advanced forms of city government. 


Conidtions of suffrage should be improved, it was said, in such 
I way as to make political corruption, such as illustrated in the 
jase of Terre Haute, impossible. 


Mention was made of the Terre Haute election fraud cases and 
the extent to which present political systems had permitted the 
debauchery of elections. 
The elimination of the liquor traffic was 
another need empliasizcd by the speakers. 
Generally, they said, 
the conditions in the state, its institutions, its people and its busi- 
ness life have changed since tlie establishment of the Constitution 
so as to render it obsolete. 
The Constitution is inadequate, it was 
said, to meet the changing conditions and progress which any state 
must make in government and economic conditions if it is to occupy 
a leading position in the country. 


The Indianapolis discussion was of tremendous value as ati aid 
in awakening popular interest in the need for constitutional re- 
vision in Indiana. 


Sentence of from two to twenty-one years in the Jeffersonville 
reformatory has just been imposed by Judge Collins, at Indianap- 
olis, upon a chauffeur who was convicted of involuntary 
man- 
slaughter in the death of a woman who was run down by the de- 
fendant's automobile, driven at high speed and with the driver un- 
der the influence of liquor. 
More than that, the court has declined 
to suspend sentence and the driver will be compelled to serve his 
term. Nobody will contend, of course, that the man deliberately in- 
tended to kill the woman, but the shocking disregard for the lives 
and safety of others by auto drivers who befuddle their brains with 
liquor makes the action of the court salutary. 
Accidents arie plenti- 
ful enough at best, but prison sentences will do much to lower the 
ratio of this particular variety. 


Eight thousand delegates to the IMaster Mechanics and 
Car 
Builders' association at the opening of their convention at Atlantic 
City, N. J., heard M. D. Franey, of the New York Central lines, tell 
how the Lake Shore and its roundhouse at Englewood, 111., caused

legislature that would prohibit the use 
of automobiles at any time. 


Prince Edward" Island, 
a 
Canadian 
province having an area of 2,184 square 
miles and a population of approximately 
100,000, has accepted the motor car only' 
on sufferance and under severe restric- 
tions. 
The provincial legislatm-e, in re- 
sponse to petitions from the farmer con- 
stituents has enacted laws 
restricting 
the use of automobiles. 
Mondays, Wed- 
nesdays and Thursdays are motor days, 
imder the law, and only on those days 
may automobiles appear on the streets 
or roads. 
It is permissible on motor 
days to take a car into the city parks 
of Cliarlottetown before noon, but not 
in the afternoon. 


The possessor of an automobile 
in 
' I'iirlottetown 
is privileged, oh 
motor 
..i.v.s to take a tour as far as seventeen 
miles north to the town of Stanhope. 
He may go five miles beyond the city 
limits in any other direction. 
And he 
cannot go anywhere oil Sunday, Satur- 
day, Tuesday or Friday; on Sunday be- 
cause he would offend against the Ck- 
nadian's strist sense of Sabbath 
day 
propriety and not on the other days be- 
icause those are inarket days and 
he 
might scare some farmer's horse. 
Arid 
still, some in this country feel aggriev- 
ed when city ordinances forbid )i>arking 
cars along crowded city streets.

Sled Dog StiU 
Hunts 
And Calls for Man With

Alaska Trail Tragedyj 


Seattle, Wash., June xi.—There were 
four of them at the last—three men and 
a dog. 


There had been more dogs. 
But the 
men, tenderfeet from the southland, had 
wrangled on the trail from Candle to 
Nome when a rising 
Alaska 
blizzard 
sapped their good nature. 
The dogs 
mutinied and broke away while their 
masters disputed. 


Only Jim, the big 
Malamute, 
had 
stood by. 


Carson, Mint and Howard—they were 
"Chekakos"- come north to grub for 
gold. 
All three had contributed dogs 
to the rebellious team. 


There had been 
snarls 
and 
futile 
blows. 
Then an overturned sled, and 
three white-faced men standing in the 
snow. 


The loss of one dog team in a tundra 
storm is a terrible thing. 
Even these 
"Chekakos" realized that before an hour 
had passed. 
It was almost 00 below 
zero. 
The driving snow blinded them. 
They pulled their sled, with a little 
food. 
Jim, the loyal Malamute, tried 
to guide them back to safety, but they 
had lost their heads by this time and 
refused him leadership. 


Sometimes they sobbed. 
Often they 
fell. 
And 
always 
they 
cursed—the 
oaths of terrified 
men—through

matted ice in their beards. 


One day went. A night worried past, 
somehow. Then another day and night.

But Howard cheated death for both. 
Not many hundred yards from where 
Mint had given up, the former stum- 
bled over a buried bobsled.

light, warmth, life!

Coroner Edward H. Kruse charges 
negligence upon the part of some one 
not designated in his finding on the 
death of Conductor Benjamin Rice, the 
conductor 
on 
the 
Fort 
Wayne 
& 
Springfield Interurban line, who met 
liis death by electrocution last Wed- 
nesday morning when he attempted to 
throw an electric switch at Calhoun 
street and Rudisill avenue. 
Coroner 
Kruse find, after caxeful Investigation, 
that there was no proper insulation ol 
the switch and that there was an ab- 
sence of a platform uiwn which em- 
ployes could stand while at their du- 
ties there. 
He also avers that sever&I 
employes of the company had receiv- 
ed shocks by electricity at this point 
and that the company had been ap- 
prised of the want of Insulation and 
the adsence of the platform. 
Coroner 
Kruse says that before he made his 
trip to view the scene of the tragedy 
the switch had been properly repaired 
and a ne wplatform constructed. 
The 
coroner was Informed by oclals of the 
company that they were unaware of 
conditions until after the accident. 


In the case of the death of Barthol 
Kurtick, electrocuted on top of the 
Rurode building, Saturday, June 5, the 
coroner finds that the lighting wires 
v/ere properly Insulated, but were not 
carried at a proper height from the 
roof to give safety to persons obliged 
to be on top of the building. 


Coroner Kruse's finding In the case 
of little Jack Keever, who met death 
Tuesday. June 9, under the wheels of 
Berghoff brewery trucy, does not at- 
tach any blame 
to .William 
Radtke 
driver of the truck. 


The coroner also has returned a 
finding in the death of J. I». Mar- 
quardt, the rural mall carrier, who 
was killed near Maples a few 
days 
ago.

Fort Recovery is a public—a county— 
institution.

The Present Equipment. 


Fort Recovery camp is liack a half- 
dozen rods from the highway and sits 
on a pretty eminence. 
The' old farm 
house is not commodious, but it affords 
a kitchen, a dining room, a sitting room 
and sufficient bed rooms to accommodate 
the administrative forces. The patients 
live in the Burr cottages. Of these cot- 
tage.s there are already six erected and 
before the pas.sing of another week four 
more will he added. 
Within a fortnight 
there will be quarters for a do/en 
or 
fifteen patients. 
Fort lii'covery 
camp 
was established a month ago. The first 
patient was received May 12. 
There 
were no Burr cottages at that time and 
tents were provided for sheltering the 
patients. 
Some of these may be seen 
in accompanying 
illustrations. 
These 
will be dispensed 
^vith, 
because 
in 
stress of weather they do not afford 
the patient such protection as is proper. 
The Burr cottages are light, airy and 
can be made storm-proof when neces- 
sary. 
It is the type 
of tuberculosis 
shelter most 
generally 
approved 
for 
colony or 
home treatment in such a 
climate as this. 


The house has been equipped 
with 
a very modern bathroom and toilet ac- 
commodations and there has been in- 
stalled an admirable Kanstine .sewage 
disposal plant that take.s care of all 
unsanitary 
discharge and waste 
with 
perfect security to the colonj^—greater 
security to those who dwell at 
Fort 
Recovery than the city 
sewers afTord 
the urban dweller. 
A thorough 
over- 
hauling was given the Iiousq and it is 
clean, 
wholesome and romfortai)le, if 
not pretty, with walls newly papered, 
woodwork and floors freshly 
painted 
and new furniture in.stalled. 
The pa- 
tients spend practically 
all of 
their 
time in tlieir cottages or outdoors in 
their roomy 
and 
comfortable 
lawn 
chairs, so the house one way or the 
other can make 
little 
riiffer^ncc 
to 
them. 


Saving the Mother of Seven. 


Consider now the case of the patient 
who shall be known as Mrs. Smith, be- 
cause that is not her name and her 
name is nobody's business.

Smith is young enough to have a long 
balance of her natural expectancy of 
life remaining if her health can be re- 
stored. In a few weeks or few months, 
if the present augurieg are fulfilled, she 
will be restored to her home and fam- 
ily with her strength rec.overed and 
able to devote herself to the rearing of 
those seven little ones into strong, use- 
ful and industrious men and women. It 
is going to cost to keep Mrs, Smith at 
the camp and her children in the or- 
phans' home perhaps something 
less 
than the price of a decent burial. She 
is going to be saved to tisefulness and 
her seven children are going 
to be 
vouchsafed the priceless blessing of a 
good mother's love and care.

be reasonably figured that Mrs. Smith 
will be able to see to it when her health 
is restored that her children shall not 
become charges upon the public and just 
as reasonably it may be supposed that 
they will grow up to add the wealth of 
strong bodies, good minds and willing 
industry to tlio graeral sum of hnmftn 
reaoureas.

Tliis lovable, patient boy who is rav- 
aged by one of the most ghastly of 
human maladies, who spends his time 
on his cot in the Burr shelter, in his 
lawn chair or on the ground, who when 
he moves goes pegging along pitifully 
on his crutches and who turns the very 
monotony of his carefully ordered rou- 
tine into diversion and keeps content- 
ment in his mind and cheer in his heart 
is worth saving and those in charge of 
"Brownie" withhold nothing that prom- 
ises him benefit and the ultimate boon, 
of good health and a long life. 


The Baby of the Colony. 


"Little Joe," who is not yet old 
enough to intelligently confess his lit- 
tle better than two years, is the baby 
of the Fort Recovery camp. His father 
died of tuberculosis and in the ravaged 
hotisehold the ^\^lite Plague had thought 
to set his clammy seal on the baby. He 
is most sorrowfully stricken with tu- 
berculosis of the bone and skin, but has 
.shown improvement at the camp and is 
reckoned an "arrested 
case." 
"Little 
Joe" was brought from dreamland to 
see his visitors and though it wa» the 
regular time for putting an end to his 
afternoon nap, he took the disturbance 
ill and it rc(iuired some diplomatic ne- 
gotiations to abate his suspicion and 
resentment of the intrusion that 
had 
spoiled his sie-sta. 
However, after be- 
ing encased in his red knit suit he con- 
descended to be amiable and forthwith 
harnessed ono of his visitors with a 
strap and drove him several speedy cir- 
cuits about the administration 
house 
and was perfectly well-behaved when 
besought to give the favor of sitting 
for his picture with the other patients. 


"Brownie" 
and 
"Little 
Joe" and 
"Chanticler," the white-plumed lord of 
the poultry yard, were grouped for the 
{)icture printed 
herewith. 
"Brownie" 
expects 
to educate "Chanticler" 
and 
they seem to be on 
very good terms. 
"Little Joe," however, looked upon the 
big snowy cockerel as an interloper and 
enemy and appeared to regard his lord- 
ship as adding nothing of merit to the 
picture. 


"Little Joe" is going to be made a 
healthy youngster if that ia possible 
and he has better, a good deal, than a 
fighting chance. 


Daily Regimen at the Camp. 


Patients at Fort Recovery follow a 
strict daily 
regimen. 
The table pa- 
tients go to breakfast at 7 in the morn- 
ing, rest on their cots in the Burrs or 
in their lawn chairs outdoors from 0 
to 11, when they are compelled to main- 
tain an absolute quiet, are given a light 
luncheon at 10 o'clock and receive their 
dinner at noon. 
From 1 to 3 in the 
afternoon they are oblige«! again to 
take the two-hour rest, at the end of 
it getting another luncheon, and at 6 
go to supper. 
They retire early. The 
four hours of perfect rest during the 
day is a positive requirement. 
Their 
food is such as will tempt them to eat 
and at the same time be most nourish- 
ing. 
Each case is vigilantly watched 
and the records kept are minute and ex- 
acting. 
There is a graded 
Bertillon 
scale at the camp and twice a week the 
weight of each patient is taken to the 
fraction of 
an 
ounce. 
Increase 
of 
weight is the essential token of gain 
and the scale-beam is watched 
with 
hope and with trembling when "weigh- 
ing-in" time comes around. 


All of the patients at the camp are 
reported to be doing well and it is be- 
lieved that all will be restored. None 
of the cases now there was in advanced 
stages of tile malady, but each was in 
imminent peril and without 
interven- 
tion of some sort 
most 
»urely was 
doomed. 


It is not necessary in all 
cases to 
keep patients there until recovery is 
complete. Many of them can be taught 
not only how to. promote their own re- 
covery at home, but how to protect the 
members of their families from danger 
by contact. 
This will prove valuable 
in eTen those cm«« where the diteaae 
ha» progressed beyond the perfiod of ar< 
rest.

efforts vast credit Is due for the estab- 
lishment of the camp as well as for the 
preliminary work of the Fbrt 'WViyne 
Anti-Tuberculosis 
league. 
]Mxs. Gra- 
ham is a graduate mirse, has bad much 
experience in sanitarium work and was 
for two years at the Indiana stat« hos- 
pital for tuberculosis patients at Rock- 
vllle, Ind. Mrs. Dukeman is capable 
and sympathetic and she is invaluable 
in making the patients comfortable and 
rheerful and in superintending the die- 
tary. 


Miss Irene Byron, executive secretary 
of the Fort Wayne 
Anti-Tuberoulosis 
league, personally investigates all cases 
sent to the camp besides looking after 
numerous patients who are being cared 
for at their homes in the city. 
Less 
than two years a w Miss Byron accept- 
ed the place she holds with the lea^ie 
and in that time has wrotighti amazing 
results. 
Aside from the lives that have 
been saved directly by her efforts, she 
has accomplished an inestimable work 
in creating and cry.stallizing public opin- 
ion in the war on the White Plague and 
in organiTiing for achievements. 
Her 
part in securing the present camp and 
in opening the way for vastly greater 
results has been ^yond estimate and 
above praise.

Prohibition at Hand, Says Bryan, But He 


^Ex-Secretary of State" Says 
Constitutional Amend- 
ment Will Soon Utterly 
Wipe Out Traffic—Fam- 
our Foe of Drink Writes 
His First Newspaper Ar- 
ticle on Liquor. 


(Editor's Note—More than half the 
population of the United States will be 
living under prohibition before the end 
;of next year, and 
more 
than 
three- 
ifourths of the area of the United States 
•will be dry territory! 
State-wide pro- 
'hibition will be in effect 
in 
eighteen 
jetâtes July T. Alabama, the first of the 
¡new dry states, joins the growing area 
Wf 
aridity.

"Washington asked the most distinguish- 
ed antagonist of alcohol in this country 
to comment on this amazing sweep of 
prohibition over the United States. The 
following article written

't)n the subject of actual prohibition.) 


(By William Jennings Bryan.) 


Washington, D. O., June 12.—It may 
be assumed that all who advocate legis- 
lation for the restriction of the sale of 
ntoxicating 
liquor 
regard its use as 
an evil. The unani- 
mity of the senti- 
ment against liquor 
traffic is shown by 
the fact that in ev- 
ery 
state 
in the 
imion 
there 
are 
l a w s 
prescribing 
conditions 
u n d e r 
which it can be sold 
—sale to drunkards 
and 
minors 
being 
everywhere prohib- 
ited." 


Where liquor is 
sold at all the tend- 
ency 
of 
p u b l i c 
opinion 
is 
every- 
where 
t o w a r d 
greater strictness in 
t h e 
regulations. 
Sale is now gener- 
'|iilly prohibited on Sundays, 
and 
the 
fchours are gradually lessened. 
In Ne- 
ibraska the saloon opens 
at 7 in the 
pnorning and closes at 8 o'clock in the 
^vening. 
In some states the hour of 
iclosing is even earlier.

themselves the sentiment in favor of 
prohibition would not have grown as 
rapidly as it has, 
but during recent 
years the liquor interests have organ- 
ized their forces in nation and in state 
and wherever an issue has been made 
they have supported the local saloon 
element with money and with speakers. 
Complete Prohibition 
of 
Manufacture 


and Saie Only Solution. 


Tlie liquor question is, therefore, no 
longer an abstract question; in taking 
a position on any legislative phase of 
it one has to decide not merely what 
course he would, if able to direct legis- 
lation, regard as most practicable, but 
whether in taking sides he will become 
the political associate of those who have 
a personal interest in the sale of liquor, 
or act -rt'ith those who have a public in- 
terest in the welfare of the community. 


For many years I have felt disposed 
to decide the question according to the 
circumstances of each particular case, 
but I found that everywhere, and at all 
times, the liquor interests not only pre- 
ferred the smallest legislative unit, but 
obstructed eveiy effort made for the pro- 
tection of the public. 


I have, therefore, reached the conclu- 
sion that complete prohibition of the 
manufacture and sale 
of 
intoxicating 
liquor furnislies the best legislative so- 
lution of the problem. 


If we allow liquor to be sold we are 
kept busy trying to enforce restrictions 


—it is like inviting a burglar into thç 
house and then staying awake all night 
to watch him. 
Vote in Congress Called Terrific Indict- 
ment of Liquor Traffic. 


I am not in a position to decide when, 
as a matter of policy, prohibition ought 
to be made an issue in any particular 
state, but wherever it is made an issue 
by legitimate authority my sympathies 
are wholly on the side of those who ad- 
vocate prohibition, and wholly against 
the liquor interests. 


When the amendment was voted upon 
in the house of representatives at the 
last session of congress I expressed the 
opinion that the time was not ripe for 
an attempt to secure national prohibi- 
tion, but I announced, at the same time, 
that I would favor national prohibition 
if a constitutional amendment was sub- 
mitted. 


The resolution received a larger vote 
than I expected, having a clear majority 
—a fact which, in itself, contains a ter- 
rific indictment of the liquor trafl^c. 


At the rate at which the sentiment is 
now growing it will not be many years 
before a national prohibition amendment 
is submitted, and when fhe sentiment in 
favor of prohibition is so strong that 
two-thirds of the members 
of 
both 
houses favor its submission it will prob- 
ably be ratified by three-fourths of the 
states. 


Does Not Want Prohibition to Be Issue 
of Campaign of 1916. 


I hope that national prohibition will 
not be an issue in the campaign of 1916. 
I prefer to see that campaign fought out 
upon the economic issues which divide 
the two leading parties. The democrat- 
ic party has made a splendid record in 
matters of legislation and 
administra- 
tion, and its defeat might result in the 
undoing of some of the things that have 
been accomplished. 


I believe that, for the present, at least 
until after 1916, it is better to make the 
prohibition fight in the states that are 
ready for it rather than in the nation. 


But, wherever it is an Issue in 
the 
states I hope to see the democratic par- 
ty take the prohibition side. 
It is not 
only the moral side but the economic 
side aa well, and no party can hope to 
gain any permanent advantage by ally- 
ing itself with the distillers, the brew- 
ers and the saloonkeepers who, for pe- 
cuniary reasons, seek to perpetuate an 
evil which surpasses any other evil in 
our land. 


Washington, June 12.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan last night issued an appeal 
addressed to "the German-Americans," 
urging them to aid in maintaining peace 
between the United States and the fath- 
erland by exerting their influence with 
the German government to persuade it 
\32ot to take any steps that would lead 
In the direction of war. 


Mr. Bryan's statement follows: 
"June 11, 1915.—To the German-Amer- 
ricans: 
Permit me to address a word to 
•you as one American citizen speaking 
jto fellow citizens in whose patriotism 
•he. has entire confidence. It is natural 
jthat in a contest between your father- 
.'land and other European nations, your 
Sympathies should be with the country 
|«f your birth. 
It is no cause for cen- 
sure that this is true; it would be a re- 
flection upon you if it were not trut;. 
•Do not the sons of Great Britain sym- 
^pathize with their mother country? Do 
¡not the sons of France sympathize with 
theirs? 
Is not the same true of Russia 
and of Italy? 
Why should it not be 
true of those who are born in Germany 
ior Austria? 
The trouble is that the 
extremists on both sides have mistaken 
a neutral attachment felt for birth place 
(for disloyalty to this country. 


Wilson Unjustly Criticized. 


"The president has been unjustly crit- 
licized by the partisans of both sides— 
I the very best evidence of his neutrality. 
I If he had so conducted the government 
I as to wholly please either side it would 
excite not only astonishment, but mis- 
givings, for partisans cannot give an 
unbiased judgment; they will of necpii- 
jsity look at the question from their own 
point of view, giving praise or blame, 
according as the act regardless of its 
real character helps or hurts the side 
with which they have aligned 
them- 
eelves. 


"The fact that the administration harf 
received more criticism from German- 
Americans than from those in sympathy 
with the allies is due to the fact that 
while both sides are at liberty, under 
international law to purchase ammuni- 
tion in the Unted States, the allies, be- 
cause of their control of the seas, have 
the advantage of being able to export 
it. 
It is unfortunate 
that 
partisan 
supporters of 
Germany 
should have 
overlooked, the legal requirements of the 
eitnation and have thus misunderstood 
tfie position of the administration. Tfie 
edministration's position has not only 
been perfectly neutral, but it could not 
bave been otherwise without a palpable 
and intentional violation of the rules 
ffoverning neutrality. 
Tlifs government 
is not at liberty to materially change 
the rules of international law during 
the war, because every change suggest- 
ed is discussed, not upon its merits a^ 
an abstract proposition, but according 
to the effect it will have upon the con- 
teit. 
Those who wanted to lay an em- 
bargo upon the shipments of arms de- 
/ended their position on the ground that 
It would hasten peace, but it is strange 
th»t they could have overlooked the 
fact that the only way in which such nc- 
ti«n. oa onr part could hasten peace 
'Wtttild Itave. been by helping one side to 
«rveem« tb« ottifr. 


No Suspicion of Patriotism, 


"^ATiile the attacks made upon 
the 
president by the 
extremists of 
both 
sides were very unjust, it was equally 
unjust to suspect the patriotism of those 
who took sides. I feel well enough ac- 
quainted with the European-born Amer- 
icans to believe that in a war between 
this country and any European power, 
the naturalized citizens from that coun- 
try would be as quick to enlist as na- 
tive-born citizens. As I am now speak- 
ing to German-Americans, I am glad to 
repeat in public what I have often said 
in private, and would have said in pub- 
lic before but for the fact that it would 
not have been proper for one in my offi- 
cial position to do so—namely, that in 
case of war between the United States 
and Germany—if so improbable a sup- 
position 
can 
be 
considered—German- 
Americans would be as prompt to enlist 
and as faithful to the flag as any other 
portion of our people. 
What 
I have 
said in regard to the German-Americans 
is an introduction to an appeal which I 
feel it my duty to make to them. 


Should Be Forgotten. 


"First: 
If any of them have ever in 
a moment of passion or excitement sus- 
pected the president of lack of neutral- 
ity or lack of friendship toward 
the 
German government and 
the 
German 
people, let that thought be forgotten, 
never again to be recalled. I have, since 
my resignation, received numerous tele- 
grams 
from 
German-Americans 
and 
German-America n societies commending 
my action; I think the senders of these 
telegrams understand my position, but 
that no one may mistake it let me re- 
state it. The president is not only de- 
sirous of peace, but he hopes for it and 
he has adopted the methods which he 
thinks most likely to contribute toward 
peace. My difference from him is as to 
method, not as to purpose, and my ut- 
terances since resigning have been in- 
tended to crystallize public sentiment in 
support of his efforts to maintain peace, 
or, to use a familiar phra,se—'peace with 
honor.' 


Peace With Honor. 


"But remember that Avhen I use the 
phrase 'peace with honor' I do not use 
it in the same sense that those do-who 
regard every opponent of war as favor- 
ing 'peace at any price.' 'Peace at any 
price' is an epithet, not a true statement 
of any one's position or of the policy 
of any group. The words are employed 
by jingoes as an expression of contempt 
and are applied indiscriminately to all 
who have fafth in the nation's ability 
to find a peaceful way out of every diffi- 
culty so long as 
both 
nations 
want 
peace. 
The alarmists of the country 
have had control of the metropolitan 
press and they have loudly proclaimed 
the prolongation of negotiations or the 
suggestion of international investigation 
would be a sign bf weakness—and every- 
thing is weakness that does not contain 
a hint of war. 
The jingo sees in the 
rainbow of promiae only one eolor^ red. 
Duty to Help WUson. 
"Second: Knowing that the president 
desires ^peace, it- !• your duty td help 
him seeur* it» «Ad.hoWf 
,Bjr tfciirtijiir 


your influence to convince the German 
government of this fact and to persuade 
tliat government to take no steps that 
would lead ill the direction of war. My 
fear has been that the German govern- 
ment might, despairing 
of 
a friendly 
settlement, break off diplomatic rela- 
tions, and thus create a condition out 
of which war might come without the 
intention of either coimtry, 
I do not 
ask to minimize the earnestness of the 
president's 
statement—that 
Avould be 
unfair, both to liim and to Germany. 
Tlie sinking of the Lusitania cannot be 
defended upon the facts as we under- 
stand them. 
The killing of innocent 
women and children cannot be justified, 
whether the killing is by drowning or 
starving; no nation can justly plead the 
'inhumanity of her enemies as an exctise 
for inhumanity on her own part.' While 
it is true that cruelty is apt to beget 
cruelty it cannot be said that like cures 
like. 
Even in war we are not absolved 
from the obligation to remedy evils by 
the influence of a good example. 
'Let 
your lights so shine' is a precept that 
knows no times nor seasons as it knows 
neither latitude nor longitude. 


Cases Are Different. 


"Third: 
Do not attempt to connect 
the negotiations which are going on be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
with those between the United States 
and Great Britain. 
The cases are dit- 
ferent, but even if they were the same, 
it would be necessary to treat with each 
nation separately. My personal preference 
has been to repeat our insistence that 
the allies shall not interfere with or 
commerce with neutral countries, but 
the differences on this point was a mat- 
ter of judgment 
and 
not a matter of 
principle. In the note to Great Britain, 
dated March 30, this government said: 


" 'In view of these assurances tormal- 
ly given to this government, it is con- 
fidently expected 
that 
the extensive 
powers conferred by the order in coun- 
cil on the executive offrces of the crown 
will be restricted by "orders issued by 
the government" dirfcting the exércise 
of their discretionary powers in such a 
manner as to modify in practical appli- 
cation those provisions of the order in 
council which, if strictly enforced, would 
violate neutral rights and interrupt legi- 
timate trade. 
Relying on the faithful 
performance of" these voluntary assur- 
ances by his majesty's government, the 
United States takes it for granted that 
the approach of American merchantmen 
to neutral ports situated upon the long 
line of coast affected by the order in 
council will not be interfered with when 
it is known thai they do not carry goods 
which are contraband of war or goods 
destined to or proceeding from ports 
within 
the 
belligerent 
territory 
al- 
fected.' 


Will Insist on Position. 


"There is no doubt that our govern- 
ment will insist upon this position; that 
is an important thing, the exact date of 
the note is not material. My reason for 
desiring to have the matter presented to 
Great Britain at once was not that Ger- 
many had any right to ask it, but be- 
cause I was anxious to make it as easy 
as possible for Germany to accept the 
demands of the United States and cease 
to emplo.y 
submarines 
against mer- 
chantmen. There is no reason why any 
German-Americans sh6uld 
doubt 
the 
president's intentions in. this matter. 
I 
am sure that everyone will, on reflection, 
recognize that our duty to prevent loss 
of life is taore urgent than our duty to 
prevent interference with trade—loa* of 
trade 
can be oompenMted for 
with 
money, but no lettlnnent that the Unit- 
ed St4t«i 
G m à n y may r«Mli eatt 
cftU M 
lè.Uff ttwM vlM 
^ 


with the Lusitania—and war would be 
the most expensive qf all settlements, 
because it would enormously add to the 
number of dead. 


Hopes Genpany Will Acquiesce. 


"Fourth: 
I hope that Germany will 
acquiesce in the demands that have been 
made and I hope that slie will acquiesce 
in them without conditions. 
She can 
trust the United States to deal justly 
with her in the consideration of any 
changes that she njay propose in the in- 
t e m ^ o n a l rules that' govern the tak- 
ing o^prizes. 
The more generously she 
acts in this matter the greater will be 
the glory which she will .derive from it. 
She has raised a question which is now 
receiving serious consideration, namely, 
whether the introduction of the sub- 
marine necessitsites any change in the 
rules governing the capture of prizes. 
The position seemingly taken by Ger- 
many namely that she is entitled to 
drown non-combatants because they ride 
with contraband is an untenable posi- 
tion; the most that she could insist up- 
on is that, in view of the introduction 
of this new weapon of warfare, new 
rules could be adopted—separating pas- 
sengers from objectionable cargo. 
If the 
use of the submarine justifies such a 
change in the law of blockade as will 
permit the cordon to be withdrawn Inr 
enough from the shore to avoid the 
danger of submarine attack, may it not 
be found possible to secure an interna- 
tional agreement by which 
passengers 
will be excluded from 
ships 
carrying 
contraband, or at least from those car- 
rying ammunition. 
It would require but 
a slight change in the shipping laws to 
make this separation and belligerent na- 
tions might be restrained from unneces- 
sarily increasing the contraband list if 
they were compelled to carry contraband 
on transports as they now carry troops. 
Personally, I would like to see the use 
of submarines abandoned entirely, just 
as I would like to see an abandonment 
of the use of aeroplanes and Zeppelins 
for the carrying of explosives, but I am 
not sanguine enough to believe that any 
effective instrument of warfare would 
be abandoned as long as war continues. 
The very arguments which the advo- 
cates of peace advance against the sub- 
marine, the aeroplane and the Zeppelins 
are advanced in favor of them by those 
who conduct war. 
The more fatal a 
weapon is the more it is in demaaid and 
it is not an imusual thing to see a new 
instrument of destruction denounced as 
inhuman by those against whom it is 
employed, only to be employed later by 
those who only a little while before de- 
noimced it. 


The above suggestions are respect- 
fully submitted 
to those of 
German 
birth or descent and they are submit- 
ted in the same spirit to naturalized 
citizens from other countries. 
To the 
naturalized citizen this is the land of 
adoption but in one sense it may be 
nearer to him than it is to us, who are 
pative born, for those who come here 
are citizens by voluntary choice, while 
we are here by accident of birth.

for the proposed opening of Osage street 
through his property. 
Mr. Noble has 
agreed to donate ground to carry the 
! opening of the street around the west 
side of his tract, which change will spare 
his factory plant and permit the subway 
at Osage and the Lake Erie to be made 
at right angles with the track, w^hereas 
by the earlier plans it would have crossed 
the tracks at a sharp angle. 
The New 
York Central will now file its substituted 
plan.s for the subway. Mr. Noble will pay 
the cost of the publication and a claim 
of $50 against the city for-damages and 
the suit will be dismissed. The city offi- 
cials are elated at the outcome of the 
matter, which has long been, pending and 
obstructing the opening of Osage street 
and the separation of grades.

Lash in his confession said that 
he and Mrs. Anna Haley, mother of his 
victim, were to have been married as 
soon as the woman could procure a di- 
vorce.

wish him bon voyage, posed for pho- 
tographers, talked with newspaper men 
for a few minutes and went to his suite 
aboard the steamer which had been 
turned into a bower of roses by ad- 
mirers, with the hope, he said, that the 
war would soon be ended with honor for 
all engaged. 


"My feelings for this country are ab- 
solutely unchanged," he said. 
"I have 
been treated with indiscriminate nicety, 
except on one occasion, which I do not 
care to discuss." 


"What 
occasion is that, I>r. Dem- 
berg?" a reporter asked. 


"The Lusitania matter," he replied. 


Adheres to Rule of Silence. 


Dr. Dernberg and his wife reached the 
pier in Brooklyn an hour 
before the 
vessel was due to sail. Although pressed 
for an interview before leaving his hotel 
Dr. Dernberg did not vary on this, the 
last day of his stay here, the rule of 
silence which he has observed for a 
month. As he stepped out of the build- 
ing a group of newspaper men asked 
him to make a statement, but he de- 
clined. 


"I've said everything I've got to say," 
he told them. 


During the forenoon Dr. Dernberg 
¡kept in seclusion, as he has for some 
time past, and saw no callers. It was 
surmised, however, that he bade good- 
by to Count Bernstorflf, the German am- 
bassador, who is staying at the hotel. 
As he left friends and acquaintances in 
the lobby shook hands with him and 
wished him a pleasant voyage. 


On his way across the ocean Dr. Dern- 
berg will occupy what is known as "the 
king's suite," the finest on the steamer, 
a suite of rooms which every Norwegian 
vessel is required to maintain for the 
possible use of the king of Norway. The 
suite is on the upper deck and consists 
of three rooms, luxuriously fitted. 
Assured Safe Conduct 


Dr. Dernberg will cross the ocean un- 
der an assurance of safe conduct given 
to the state department at Washington 
by the British, French and Russian em- 
bassies. 
No official announcement had 
been made as to whether he would re- 
main in Norway for a time or go direct 
to Berlin. 
After Count von Bernstorflf, 
the 
German 
ambassador, 
announced 
that he would discontinue 
interviews. 
Dr. Dernberg wa« regarded as the lead- 
ing exponent of German views in this 
country. 
One of his most notable ut- 
terances was a letter read at a mass 
meeting in Portland, Me., in which he 
disclaimed for his country any ambi- 
tion for world domination but insisted 
upon an open sea and a policy of free 
intercourse. 


His speeches and interviews reached 
a climax when he attempted to Justify 
the sinking of the Lusitania, although 
representing regret 
for the loss of 
American lives. 
There were intimations 
that through the German embassy he 
might be invited to leave the United 
States, but about a month ago the (Ger- 
man embassy declared that he would 
depart on his own initiative.

MOUNTAIN MYSTERY. 


According to George Haviland Bar- 
ron, cTirator of the museum in Gold- 
en Gate park, San Francisco, Lone 
^Mountain is a pyramid, the ancinet 
burial ground of Indians. 
Hia au- 
thority for this statement is Old 
Indian George, one of the last of the 
aborigines, 
bowed 
dow-n 
by 
the 
weight of many years. 


"Lone Mountain has changed since 
I was here," explained the Indian. 
"In the center 
my 
ancestors 
are 
buried in reed lined brass caakets. 
On the side where the sim sets you 
will find an entrance. 
It leads to 
an interior built as strongly as your 
l.ouses. 
I want to be buried there 
when I die." 


San Francisco, June 11—A great stone 
cross standing stark against the flky on 
the isolated peak of Lone 
Moimtam 
here presents a mystery as yet unsolv- 
ed. 
Thousands of tourists 
spMulate 
about its origin every year and it 
zles the people of the city no less. Ex- 
actly when or why the cross was plant- 
ed on that lonely hill no one knows. The 
"why" is easier of 
solution 
perhaps 
than the "when." 


California is dotted with land marks 
left in the footsteps of the early padres, 
and the cross without doubt was raised 
in some forgotten time by a miaaionary. 
But this is merely speculation. 


There is no record in the archives of 
the city to prove when the cross of Lone 
Mountain, or Cross of Calvary, as it is 
sometimes called, was first erected. The 
first American cross, according to the 
historians, was raised In 1862, but that 
cross succeeded onti which had fallen 
in decay from the ravages of time and 
wind that beat against its inscrutabje 
face.

Charles 
A. Ramm, 
secretary to the 
archbishop of the diocese of San Fran- 
cisco, attempted to trace the history of 
the cross but failed. 
He was assisted 
in the search by Father Zephyrin, O. 
F. M., of Santa Barbara mission, but 
Father Zephyrin looking over the annals 
of the city published in 1855, finds an 
account only of the laying out of the 
cemetery at the base of the hill. There 
is no mention of the cross. 
At that 
time it must have been an ancient or 
at least a familiar landmark on the 
pinnacle of the hill. 


A few historians 
hold 
that Father 
Junipero Serra, founder of the Califor- 
nia missions, placed the cross of Cal- 
vary on the lonely mountain top. This, 
however, is disproved by Father Zephy- 
rin. He points out that the only cross 
planted by the early padres as far as 
lustorj' extends, was the cross at Point 
Lobos and the cross just behind the old 
fort on the Golden Gate. 


If it is not a cross of the Spanish 
padres, who, then, placed it there to 
serve as an inspiration to the faithful 
and as a guide, perhaps, to the wander- 
ers in an unsettled country? 


The present cross is the fourth in the 
series as far as history goes and was

Now don't get an iaea right off 
the bat that I am yelling that "Mat- 
ty is through, Wagner is playing his 
last season, Tommy Leach is a has- 
been!" Not at all. While it is proD- 
ably true that some one or two of 
the great stars of the game are play- 
ing their last year of active baseball, 
what I am trying to get at is the 
fact that more great players will 
Blip so that the managers will be- 
gin to look around for yoùngsîèrs 
to fill their shoes, than in any past 
season for years.

in time, 
when age has absolutely unfit the 
veteran for usefulness. 


It is án unusual commentary up- 
on the game that In one season there 
should be so many great bàli ¡play- 
ers on thé brink of retirement from 
stardom; It wOiild álmost lead one 
to beliéve that the bail player of 
yesterdax, so far as the star was 
concernèd, wa« a greater than the 
"comer-üp" of today.

coming from to fill the shoes of 
these men who have given the game 
their best and who have won their 
way into the hearts of fandom? 
Many of them were idols more pop- 
ular than any public man. As me- 
chanical players, their places may 
be filled. But there are few young- 
sters coming up who will get the 
hero worship that these 
veterans 
going back have had. 


Let's take a few of these names 
and see if it is possible 
to match 
them, man for man, with the new- 
comers, or comparatively newcom- 
ers in the game today. So far as I 
am able to figure out, it is possible 
in only a very few cases. 


Mind you, I'm speaking now of 
baseball ability and baseball popu- 
larity.

of the fans as 
Matthewson was and still, to a cer- 
tain extent, is.. 


Joe Jackson is a wonderful hitter, 
but outside of Cleveland, he is not 
an "idol of the bleachers" or a re- 
markable gate attraction. 


Benny Kauif, in a new league. Is 
probably the most talked of player 
in his own circuit, but whether the 
great Benny will ever attain the 
heights of hero worship that Were 
once accorded to Tommy Leach or 
Hal Chase—though Chase in many 
ways is not a popular ball player—is 
a question. 


No, the heroes are 
passing and 
there seems to be none to take their 
places in baseball's smart set. 


Just for the sake of example, let's 
eliminate the 
following ntien from 


the game for a moment: 


Matthewson, Leach, Brown, Wag- 
ner, Lajoie, Bridwell, Huggins, Wal- 
lace,

and

Plank.

Times may change but it is tho 
passing of such ball players as the 
Waning stars I have mentioned that 
is doing more to cause the apathy 
of the fans than all the baseball 
wars in existence.

It'd seldom one- 
reads of the great deeds of this or 
that individual ball piiiyeri these 
war éàji;

The Rockefeller Foundation, to 
which Mr. Rockefeller gave $100,- 
000,000 of stocks and bonds on March 
6 last, gave money for benevolent 
purposes at the rate of 15.87 for tbf 
same period. 
The Foimdation's In- 
come for the year was ?10.46 a min- 
ute. 


The gross amount of Mr. Rocke- 
feller's giving was $3,128,650, which 
was distributed in fifty-six contribu- 
tions. In twenty-five gifts the Foun- 
dation disposed of $3,075,218. These

In the first place, select ripe fruit 
and vegetables free from .spot. Over- 
ripe material will not be a succesi. 
Both fruit and vegetables should be 
canned as soon after picking as possi- 
ble for they lose a good deal of flavor 
standing around. 


Use a white enamel lined cooking 
vessel and cook on a gas stove when 
possible, as the heat can be kept at 
an even temperature. 
Sterilize every 
jar and top and always use new rub- 
bers. 
The wide-mouthed, 
glass- top 
jar is best, as it holds the fruit in bet- 
ter shape and the tops last from year 
to year. 
The metal tops are apt to 
be damaged 
in opening. 
Vegetables 
are best cooked in^the can. 
Fill the 
Jars with uncooked , material, 
screw 
down the tops, put them in a boiler of 
cold water and boil three hours. 


Allow the jars to cool^in the water 
then put on the rubbers,«fill to over- 
flowing with boiling water-and put on 
the tops. 


Be sure and do not put on>the rub- 
bers until after cooking. The boiling 
ruins the rubbers. 


Before putting away, try the Jars 
again to see if covers are tight 
In 
cooling, they sometimes loosen. 


String beans are 
harder to keep 
than most vegetables and it is best to 
allow them to cool and boil up three 
times before putting on the rubbers- 
They will not spoil if this is done. 


It is well to place a board with au- 
ger holes in the bottom of the boiler 
to keep the jars from direct contact 
with the bottom.

newspaper. 


For fruit about the same method Is 
used. If possible, pick the fruit in dry 
weather.

Make a syrup of sugar and water, 
one cup of sugar to three of water. 
They may be cooked in the oven in a 
draining pan in about two inches of 
water.

Tho piano will keep its tone sweet 
for years if it is tuned by an expert 
not less than three times a year. 
It 
should be exercised regularly, how- 
ever, in between. 


When a child starts in with music

instrument. 
An 
expensive 
piano is worth care. It will stand any 
amount of proper usage, but pounding, 
dust 
collection, disuse 
and neglect 
will soon spoil the tone and produce 
a jangling which is most unpleasant. 


Never stand the piano too near a 
heater, 
or 
directly 
over a furnace 
drum, because the heat will "dry it 
out," as the tuners say. 
Really, for 
the sake of the instrument, the room 
in which It is placed should have little 
or no heat at all. 


The tone Is higher In a cold room 
than in a warm one, on account of 
the metal wires, whose resonance de- 
pends upon their length and tension. 
A singer Is very sensitive to the dif- 
ference of tone in the piano accom- 
panying the voice, and an experienced 
vocalist often insists upon singing In 
a room of a certain temperature, the 
piano being previously tuned in that 
temperature to enable her to depend 
upon Its tone. 


In dry weather the lid should be left 
off tho keys, if care is taken to re- 
move the dust dally.

•Nine Years of the American 
Bible Society. 


The showing of the American Bible 
society for its ninety-ninth year, with- 
in one year of its centennial, has just 
been made public. 
It is a remarkable 
showing for a war year, or for any year 
for that matter. 
Paralyzed conditions 
have obtained on many mission fields, 
especially in Mexico and Turkey, but 
there seems to be a quickening of 
the 
heart and conscience of the people of all 
lands, making tliem more ready to lis- 
ten to gospel preaching and to read the 
Scriptures and purchase them. 


Notable Issues. 


The issues of the society went beyond 
anything in its history and reached a 
total of 6,388,717 volumes. 
This sur- 
passed the year previous, when there 
was no war,' by 1,1.37,541 volumes, and 
that surpassed 'i^ie one before by 
l,- 
201,566 volumes. 
The home field dis- 
tribution surpassed the previous 
year 
by 89,023 volumes and the foreign alone 
by 1,048,513 volumes. 
Since its found- 
ing, now nearly one hundred years ago, 
the society has circulated 
100,908,608 
volumes. 
A reason 
tor the large in- 
crease last year, so the society reports, 
was the extraordinary progress made on 
mission fields in the far east. 
The sup- 
ply of Bibles and Testaments, in 
all 
tongues, is an essential part of mission- 
ary society efl'ort, and when societies 
forge ahead Bible societies find their de- 
mands increased. 


The society has changed its fiscal year 
to the calendar one, and this May re- 
ports only nine months. 
These were 
the months ending December 31, 1014. 
Within that period society receipts in- 
creased a little over the preceding year. 
The increase was caused in great part 
by larger numbers of Bibles sold—good 
business management and business en- 
terprise. 
For example, the sales went 
up from $142,800 
to $184.400. 
There 
was also an increase in legacies of $2G,- 
000 to $64,800. 


Decreased Receipts. 


The receipts from the living fell ofl" 
sadly and the society is obliged to cur- 
tail its operations seriously the coming 
year. 
The trust funds of the socloty, 
including the endowment, now total $2,- 
387,778.03. 
This fund does not include 
annuit-ant funds now 
amounting 
to 
$298,399. 


Translations of the Bible 
into 
the 
tongues of many peoples, and revisions 
of old translations, sometimes by initia- 
tive of the society alone and sometimes 
in co-operation with other societies, are 
going on vigorously and systematically. 
A new translation of the whole Bible in 
Portuguese, for use in Brazil, has been 
completed; a revision of a Bible trans- 
lation in Spanish is going on, to 
be 
completed so far as the New Testament 
probably next year; revisions for use 


of the Chinese and Japanese. These are 
some of the activities. Then the tongues 
of the Philippines, the ;^Iar3haU islands, 
the Zulur. of .South Africa, all these are 
progressing in their translations. 
Al- 
ready t.'io Bible is printed 
in 
more 
tongues than 
the average 
American 
dreams to exist, yet new needs are found, 
and new efforts'made lo supply Bibles 
to meet them. 


in foreign fit-Ids Bible 
distribution 
goes on tlirough the hands of the rais- 
sionaries, but these missionai-ies are men 
and women who are Kent out not mere- 
ly by missionary societies, but also by' 
the Bible socif-tii's. and the hardships of 
many of these Bible sellers are so many 
and so great that one wonders how peo- 
ple are fnuiul who are faithful to endure 
them. 
The distriluition of the Bible in 
America .aot-s on through liome agencies, 
auxiliary r>ib!i> societies, young people's 
associations, in 5>unday 
schools, 
and 
through Ui!^ 
I'-omc mission 
societies. 
There are also r.iany Bible sellers, some 
of them enduring Itardsliips in 
home 
fields that are (luite ci¡ual to those on 
foreign ones.

ama. And the third is iiartici¡)ation of 
the society in a Paiuiiua conference that 
is to be conducted by all missionary so- 
cic-ties, Sunday school nud similar agen- 
cies. and to rci)rescnt for Christian ac- 
tivity among Latin 
Americans 
what 
commercial activity docs in tiic 
same 
quarter, the one for Christian advance 
in South America, tlio ot!icr for com- 
mercial advance. 
I'oats passinor through 
the Suez canal have Imig lieen found tr> 
furnish opportunity for Bible .sales to 
peoples of many nations and tongues. 
Tt is believed the Panama canal will fur-

the results. 


If we knowingly jeopardize our indi- 
vidual health and risk illness 
on 
the 
chance that wc will escape "this once," 
we are putting ourselves in the same 
category with the criminal who risks 
his freedom each time he breaks the 
law. Ethically the one is no better than 
the other. The man who willfully trans- 
gresses nature's laws by excesses 
may 
have far less self-control than one who 
violates the penal code. 


X? each individual member of a com- 
munity failed to e.xercise control in the 
matter of his bodily well-being it would 
be dangerously immoral. 
If we are to 
improve the general health.of our na- 
tion it must be through stimulating in- 
dividual citizens to appreciate their re- 
sponsibilities. 


Each man, woman and child should 
try and measure what individual health 
means. He should be brought to realize 
how easily it can slip away never 
to 
return. 
À single violation of a law of 
nature may mean death or what 
is 
worse, a lingering illness. 


We are vigilant in watching our mon- 
ey lest it slip away and leave ua impov- 
ished and yet wc are prodigal with our 
physical resources forgetting that the 
poorest individual ia he who has lost his 
health.

the present death rate will drop and 
their working efiiciency bo extended ac- 
cordingly. 


'Mt is entirely possible," declares Dr. 
Herman 
Biggs, of the Xew 
York 
state health bvueaii, "for the average 
man and woman to extend their active, 
useful working lives liy not less than 
five years." 


But it means avoiding excesses of all 
kinds, careful attention to diet, a mod- 
crate amount of exercise and plenty of 
sleep. 


The~ story of Luigi Cornaro, the fa- 
moius Venetian nobleman, who at forty, 
was literally dying from high living, is 
worth knowing. 


When tho physicians of his day could 
do no more for him he determined to 
make one last efl'ort by reversing abso- 
lutely the course of life through which 
he had been brought to such extremity. 


Formerly a glutton, he changed to » 
most rigorous diet. 
And the results of 
this restricted diet, fresh air, early t o 
bed and mo<lerate exercise were aatoa- 
ishing. 


At tho age of eighty he still mounted 
his horse alone and rode every day for - 
a score of miles. He lived to i»e ninety- 
five.

While Peace Has Been. 
Motto Of American Scouts 
German Lads Are Taught 
Actual Use Of Weapons 
and Army Tactics—Dummy 
Battleships Used to Train 
Youths In Naval Science 


While people in this country are 
singing, "I didn't raise my boy to be 
a soldier," mothers in England and 
Germany are gladly giving up their 
sons to the government for the mil- 
itary training that will fit them for 
service should they be called upon. 


In both countries boys from 15 to 
18 years of age arc being given the 
real training that will fit them for 
war. 


Schoolboys 
at that 
sentimental 
age where the thought of death on 
the battlefield seems most inspiring, 
are the most willing of the boy re- 
cruits. 


At 
some 
distant 
date perhaps, 
when the trained 
soldiery is ex- 
hausted, these youths inspired by a 
romantic love of warfare may go 
to the front to meet other boys in 
the last conflict of the war. 


However absurd It may 
appear, 
both 
Germany 
and 
England are 
training their youth not for duty as 
Boy Scouts, but for actual warfare. 


In Germany the lads are being put 
through the drills that will fit them 
for sailors. They are taught to man 
guns, drill, box the compass, sleep 
in hammocks, wear sailor garb, steer 
small vessels, take in sail and the 
many other things connected with 
naval duty. 


In several places training ships 
on land have been erected on which 
these boys may train as part of their 
dally play. 
There 
are crow-nests 
erected to which the boys may climb 
and rig sail. 
There are guns on 
deck for them to aim. 
There are 
quarters below for them to get used 
to. 


The boys in Germany at these va- 
rious on-land naval 
training sta- 
tions may see all of the actual prac- 
tice they might get on a man-or- 
war. 
Each training ship beside be- 
ing in charge of experienced naval 
officers has its boy officers. The 
greatest rivalry is shown between 
the youths for these positions. Many 
lads are quitting their studies in 
the schools to work on these inland 
training 
ships and 
vie with their 
companions for places among the 
youthful "officers." 


TEAIIiKiG Hi 
GERMAFT. 


In Germany the position of officer 
on one of these inland training ships 
is just as important and austere as 
on many a naval vessel. 
The boys 
find themselves controlled by the 
other youths who have won these 
positions and in a spirit of loyalty 
obey their commands. 


Thus in Germany there are thou- 
sands of boys training for naval du- 
ty under their own 
commanders. 
These volunteer 
prospective fight- 
ers feel their calling 
and its duty 
more than even 
the men actually 
afloat in the great German battle- 
ships 
or 
the 
warriors 
in 
the 
trenches. 
Their eagerness is such 
that it is predicted that when they 
end their course they will be bet- 
ter trained than the men now afloat 
In the German navy. 


The boys, too, are trained for sub- 
marine work. They know every part 
of such an under-sea vessel from its 
periscope 
to 
its 
propellers and 
there is many a group of enthusi- 
astic German boys that might now 
be placed in charge of one of these 
destroyers and serve with as much 
skill and fidelity as their elders. 


Submarine 
life, in fact, has the 
greatest attraction to these boys ui 
tender youth and their hope now is 
that in some future time they may 
see actual service for their country 
beneath the water and may surpass 
the work of some of their elders in 
destroying vessels of the English. 


THE LAND 
LUBBERS. 


In the department of 
the army 
these boys are being trained like- 
•pKirlse. 
Not as Boy Scouts to build 
flres, erect tents, care for the in- 
jured, etc., but In the ordinary de- 
teilt of war. 
Germany never was 
^aiucb In favor of Boy Scouts. It had 


a more useful purpose for these fu- 
ture citizens. Instead 
of training 
them in woodcraft and the other 
gentler arts of the Boy Scouts, it 
was prepared when the time came 
to give them actual training in war- 
fare. They have been taught to sight 
the great guns that their Fatherland 
produces, to dig trenches, to shoot 
rifles with deadly accuracy and to 
advance on a foe. 
They have all 
the military training of the experi- 
enced troops in the trenches, and, 
indeed, when these fighters are dead, 
Germany will have regiment upon 
regiment of boys to throw Into the 
field. 


This is but one of the ways Ger- 
many has prepared herself for war. 
In times of peace she is a peaceful 
nation, but in times of war she is a 
nation of war with every man, wom- 
an and child ready to face the foe. 
The great German military experts 
who prepared for the present con- 
flict worked out every inch of the 
problem without including the boy 
troops, 
but 
they 
realized that at 
sometime 
these 
youths 
might be 
called on and so at present they are 
preparing for this duty. 
Guns and 
ammunition are available and train- 
ed boy troops are waiting the call 
of their Fatherland. 


In enlisting even these boys Ger- 
many has had no difficulty. Tho na- 
tion's flag does not have to be waved 
in their faces. For each vacancy In 
the regular staff there are at least 
twenty applicants, according to let- 
ters being 
received 
in the United 
States. 
So German boys have not 
volunteered for extraordinary serv- 
ice 
through 
any 
hysteria, 
but 
through love 
of 
the Fatherland. 
These boys have been raised In a mil- 
itary atmosphere. Their fathers be- 
fore them were soldiers and tbey, 
too, faced military service. At some 
time they must serve so they argue, 
why not now? 


GREAT BRITAIN'S 
SYSTEM. 


England, too, has been preparing 
its boys—not exactly by training In 
warfafe, but by practical lessons in 
woodcraft, first-aid to the Injured, 
in camping, 
building flres and 
caring 
for 
themselves. 
So 
has 
France. 
Were it to come to an ac- 
tual battle between 
these childish 
forces the German youths would be 
better prepared. 


At some future time two great ar- 
mies of boys may confront each oth- 
er in the field of battle when the 
great 
troops 
of adults 
are swept 
away by rifle and cannon fire. Lads 
with young captains, generals and 
commanders 
may 
occupy 
those 
trenches in which the great battles 
now are being fought and perhaps 
these youths may be called upon at 
some very remote date to settle by 
their 
rifles the 
present European 
difficulty. 


Were such a battle of boys to oc- 
cur what would be its outcome? No 
doubt with the present conditions of 
sentiment running high these youths 
would prove indomitable warriors. 
But imagine them shouldering guns 
that are almost 
as heavy as they, 
aiming and firing large cannon, the 
vibration 
of which 
would almost 
overtopple 
a regiment 
of youths? 
Would not the war come speedily 
to an end 
if there 
were but such 
warriors? 
Would 
not their com- 
mon sense and their love of mother 
compel them to go back home and 
leave battles 
unfought that 
peace 
might be restored? 


When the last great battle of the 
present war is fought and no men 
remain to continue the fray will not 
these youths, 
thrown 
into war In 
that tender age that Inspires all to 
be heroes, surrender to each other 
in the most amiable of terms? 


INSPIRATIOIi 
FOB BOYS. 


All boys of all ages and of all na- 
tions have been inspired 
by the 
thought of war aa 
much aa they 
have been in the United States by 


"Nick Carter" stories. Were any of 
the governments now involved to go 
forth tomorrow and ask for boy vol- 
unteers they would find the youth 
of the nation responding ten times 
as quickly as their elders. 


Boys at the romantic age are will- 
ing to enter anything that has with 
it an element of danger. 


Whenever a battalion of soldiers 
of any nation marches forth to bat- 
tle 
there 
will 
be a large crowd 
cheering. 
There will be women in 
the foreground, teaifully bidding 
farewells to their husbands. But in 
the background there will be boys 
from 14 to 20 years of age longing 
to go forth with the troops. 
The 
United States had this experience In 
the Spanish-American 
war 
when 
with the playing of the "Star Span- 
gled Banner," the waving of the flag 
and the passage of troops many boys 
deserted their homes to follow the 
army. 


At that time had there been a boy 
brigade every youngster able to car- 
ry even a wooden gun would have 
been in the ranks. 
This is not so 
much the result of hero worship or 
hysteria, but a love of country born 
in all nations. Just as the American 
flag 
inspires 
its men, women and 
children to deeds of heroism so the 
German and English flags are arous- 
ing the youth of their country to 
prepare for arms. 


Many a woman in 
England and 
Germany today is bemoaning the 
loss of a son of tender years who has 
gone to the front pretending to be a 
man, yet they say nothing, for the 
love of country is uppermost in 
their minds. Whan the CIWI War 


broke out in the United States the 
number of boys who went to the 
front as drummers was remarkable. 


These boys volunteered to serve 
their country through the single in- 
spiration of patriotism. In Germany 
it is different. 
Every male child 
born In thit country is destined to 
at 
some 
time enter 
the military. 
German babies, it might be said, are 
born with guns on their shoulders 
for at some time in their career they 
must shoulder arms and serve the 
Fatherland und Kaiser. 


Military experts say that it will 
be a long time before these youthful 
forces meet each other in battle, 
but even they concede that at the 
rapid rate men are falling In battle 
now this war of youths Is inevita- 
ble. Even the governments that are 
training these boys for future war- 
fare concede that if they are not of 
use in the present conflict that by 
the time the war is ended they will 
be ready to serve as that reserve 
force that must man battleships and 
fill up army battalions when the war 
has leveled-the forces and left only 
a few for the defense of the coun- 
try.

Many of the Duties Which Come Each Day to^the Farm Housewife May 
Be Performed More Easily By a Little^Thoughtful Planning.

Careful planning and economy of 
Mtort are essentials if the work of the 
farmer's wife In a busy home Is to be 
aispatched with ease. 
The excessive 
fatigue at the close of a long day de- 
ro^d to housework is very often due 
lo tmnecessary steps, unnecessary ex- 
penditure of energy which could easily 
be obviated by a little forralght. 
To 


rhe Farm Telephone Is Absolutely 
Indispensable. 


»Implify the household work as much 
as possible is a woman's first duty. 
We all know that there are thousands 
of women doing every day many, many 
unnecessary things. 
Oftentimes the 
unnecessaries are to be found in the 
luperfluous decoration and ornamenta- 
tion In the home, which could be dis- 
pensed with to advantage; tlie care of 
Sraperies, heavy carpets, useless brlc- 
i-brac—frquently unbeautiful objects 
—require an endless amount of labor, 
and they are the finest dust and germ 
îollectors 
I 
can 
tliink 
of. 
Every 
housewife should rid her home of all 
nonessentials in the household equip- 
ment. both for the sake of health and 
beauty. 


In a well-planned home the kitchen, 
vhere the housewife spends the greater 
part of the day, should have first con- 
Bideration. 
The kitchen should 
not 
be ioo 
large, 
but 
should 
be 
well 
iignted. well ventilated, and have an 
vlr shaft over the stove to carrj' off 
iurplus heat and odors. 
By placing 
the table, shelves and cupboards com- 
pactly and with reference to the num- 
ber of steps to and from the stove, 
much unnecessary labor may be saved. 


There are a few very inexpensive 
ievices, too, for the kitchen that will 


save steps. 
A table with rollers—one 
that can be moved about easily—will 
be found 
a 
great 
convenience. 
A 
plain stool, such as Is used in offices, 
adjusted to a height with reference 
to the table, will prove a wonderful 
relief to a tired back. 
So many duties 
can be performed while sitting—such 
as preparing vegetables, etc. 
A fire- 
less cooker may be made at 
home 
from a box or discarded trunk, and 
there is nothing which brings with it 
more actual joy and comfort to the 
tired housewife, than one of these de- 
vices. 


A kitchen sink—even if there is no 
water 
supply, 
simply 
a 
device 
for 
carrying away waste v/ater, will be 
found a wonderful saver of energy. 
A hinged .shelf with an adjustable sup- 
port is vei'y useful. A kitchen cabinet, 
a window cupboard, are 
iinmensely 
convenient. 


There are many useful, inexpensive 
kitchen utensils, such as egg beatens, 
potato peelers, separators, measuring 
cups, food choppers, dust mops—many 
costing but a few cents—which would 
do much to lighten the work. 
Articles 
may be had for use in every room in 
the house which will simplify 
our 
work and give more time for rest and 
recreation. 


The farm telephone is in a class by 
Itself, and few farms are without one 
of these comforting instruments. 
The 
telephone keeps us in touch with our 
friends, our markets, our schools; in 
fact, we could not now do without the 
telephone. 


As farmers' wives we need first to 
simplify, then classify our duties. 
I 
would not advise carrying this simpli- 
fying process as far as did one woman 
of whom I heard who gave her hus- 
band a bunch of grapes for his dinner 
and whilj he ate them read a poem 
to him. 
There are, however, 
many 
proce.^ses going on daily in all of our 
homes that could be safely and wisely 
eliminated. 


SOiL CONSERVATION OF NATIONAL IMPORTANCE 


To Meet the Increasing Demands For Food Stuffs, Improved Methods of 
Farming Must Be Used—Such Methods Must Be Employed as Are 
Best Adapted to the Maintenance of Soil Fertility. 


FIGHTING FOR PURE 3ÍII/K. 


Milk is certainly the most important 
article of food in the human dietary 
and it is also the most contaminable. 
It is. therefore, up to the farmer "to 
see that the milk from his dairy gets 
to city babies in as rea.sonable a state 
of cleanliness as possible. 
Not that 
this is an exclusively baby problem, 
for all sorts of diseases are carried 
through milk. 
Tuberculosis Is an ex- 
ample of this class, and a number of 
epidemics 
of 
diptheria 
and 
scarlet 
fever have been traced to the milk 
supply, but when we pause to consider 
that one-fifth of all the babies born 
in the United States die in their in- 
fancy from preventable diseases, and 
that sixty per rent of these are due 
to gastro-intestinal 
dieeases, due 
to 
Improper feeding or impure milk, we 
naturally begin to look into the ciuse. 


How to restore and maintain the 
productivity of the soil is the most 
Important phase of the conser%'ation 
problem. 
We are no longer a new 
nation. 
We have deluded 
ourselves 
with the idea that we have unlimited 
resources in land. In forests, in mineral 
wealth. We have been prodigal in the 
utilization 
of 
these resources. 
We 
must now pay the penalty of 
this 
prodigality. 
In many of our older 
communities soil fertility has been re- 
duced below the point of profitable 
production. 
Nation-wide effort at the 
present 
time, 
through 
federal 
and 
state agency, 
is directed toward the 
restoration of fertility In these locali- 
ties. 
It is now necessary that intelli- 
gent and vigorous effort 
be made to 
farm 
correctly. 
We 
must 
cease 
abusing the soil. 
The domestic ani- 
mal, with well-managed pastures and 
rational systems of crop rotation, is 
pre-eminently adapted to the develop- 
ment of permanent systems of profit- 
able 
farming. 
Land 
ov.'ners 
must 
realize this and must take steps to 
improve renting methods by stocking 
farms with a full complement of do- 
mestic animals, where the renter Is 
not able to do this for himself, and 
by giving longer leases, whereby tTie 
renter may reap the reward of intelli- 
gent management.

Land owned originally by the gov- 
ernment has. In the main, been wisely 
given into the hands of millions of 
small owners, each of whom manages 
his own holdings as an Independent 
proprietor. 
This method of disposing 
of the national domain has led to the 
rapid 
creation 
of 
well-distributed 
wealth. 
It has meant 
conservation 
by utilization on the part of a maxi- 
mum number of private owners. 
But 
the very magnitude and richness of 
this heritage has led to such prodi- 
gality In its use that now. when the 
period of settlement is practically past, 
we find ourselves confronted with in- 
creased demands for food, which must 
be met by soils that have been de- 
pleted of much of their yielding powe?r. 
This is an important factor in the re- 
cent increase in tl^e cost of food. 


The problem of cheap and abun- 
dant food is a fundamental one in all 
industrial development. 
It was the 
abundance and cheatness of food that 
made possible the marvelous progress 
witnessed in this country during the 
past centurj'. 
During the last sixty 
years we have brought Into cultivation 
the largest and richest body of agri- 
cultural land in the world. 
While this 
land was new and rich the production 
of abundant crops was accomplished 
at little expense and with little knowl- 
edge of the principles of conservation 


of soil fertility. 
This period of ex- 
ploitive farming is now past. Th^ cost 
of production is now enhanced by low 
yields, or the use of expensive methods 
of maintaining high yields. 
Whether 
the era of cheap and abundant food is 
past depends on our ability as a people 
to develop cheaper and better means 
of production than now prevail. 
We 
no longer have unlimited undeveloped 
agricultural resources. Future increase 
in production must come largely from 
better methods of farming. 
Whether 
we, as a nation, shall attain these im- 
proved methods after a long period 
of depression, accompanied by slow 
adjustment to new conditions, as has 
been the case In older countries, or 
whether we shall attack the problem 
resolutely and intelligently and adopt 
Improved methods as soon as the sit- 
uation demands, depends on the efll- 
clency of those agencies that In recent 
years have been built up in this coun- 
try with a view to meeting the prob- 
lems of soil conservation and agricul- 
tural readjustment. 


The effect of live stock on the fer- 
tility of the soil needs no demonstra- 
tion. 
It is well known to every In- 
telligent farmer. 
Up to the present 
time, at least, no system of agricul- 
ture has been permanently profitable 
without the use of domestic animals 
as a means of maintaining the pro- 
ductiveness of the soil. 


THE BEAUTIFUL RAMBLER ROSE 


A Well Known Horticulturist Said, "One Perfect Rose is Worth a Doiea 
Ordinary Flowers For a Gift to a Friend, Whether Well or IlL* 


A Pino Dairy Herd on a Southern Farm. This Farmer Js Practicing SoO Consenatlon In its Highest Sense. 


Looking through the catalogues of 
bygone days, one is struck by the fact 
that though some of our oldest roses 
were ramblers in the true sense.this 
was the class left to the last In the 
modern effort to obtain new varieties. 


Nearly all old kinds that have lasted 
to the present time are whites 
or 
whites touched with pink. 
Felicite 
Perpetúe, the earliest of those cata- 
louged was a reputed hybrid 
from 
Rosa semperv-lrens,. the wild Italian 
briar, and others were hybrids from 
the wild white briar of our own coun- 
try. 
The only hybrid of merit that we 
have from the dog-rose of our hedges 
Is Una, a cross with the Dljons. 


Someone should take this matter 
up and give us a new race with the 
distinct beautiful habit of the dog- 
rose. 
Few real ramblers have been 
added. 
Introductions like Gloire de 
Dijon, Reve d'Or, and other noisettes 
were not strictly ramblers. 


The appearance of Turner's Crim- 
son Rambler was a startling event of 
1893, revealing infinite 
possibilities; 
and it at once attracted the attention 
of hybridists. 


Three years later the Tea Rambler, 
a hybrid from a seedling tea, suggest- 
ing by its vigor and growth some very 
rampant 
ancestor 
was 
introduced. 
Foreign introductions followed rapid- 
ly, and the rambler Increased in our 
rose gardens. 


The reintroduction of the Japanese 
Rosa Wlchuriana was most opportune, 
and an American by a stroke of genius 
using this almost evergreen species to 
bring in striking new features, with 
dense foliage and late 
flowering. 
An- 
other American by a happy thought 
combined these results with the qualU 
ties obtained from Multifloras. pro- 
ducing such varieties as Lady Gay and 
Hiawatha, which, if not perpetual, at 
least extended the season, and led to 
the 
revival 
of 
weeping 
standards, 
which 
had 
previously 
been 
almost 
confined to whites. 


The cross of the Wichuriana with 
the teas produced an earlier 
flowering 
race, with distinct and charming color 
combinations, one of the most beauti- 
ful examples 
being 
Jersey 
Beauty, 
with large delicate, single flowers and 
evergreen foliage. 
Recollecting that 
Jersey Beauty had already tea blood. 
It was not surprising that seedlings 
from a cross with a yellow hybrid tea 
lost some of their 
climbing 
habit, 
while retaining the beautiful foliage 
of the Wichurlanas. 


The ultimate end In view was to 
secure a race of perpetual 
flowering 
ramblers. 
The 
perpetual 
blooming 
tendency, though at present dormant, 
must 
be 
there. 
Mr. 
Lambert, 
of 
Trier, 
Germany, 
working 
with 
the 
musks, has obtained the best perpetual 
rambler up to date. 
The noisette in 
its initial stage was a hybrid of the 
musk, and gave perpetual bloomers, 
but the early raisers had to a large 
extent destroyed the habit of the true 
rambler. 


Trier, on the authority of Mr. Lam- 


bert, Its raiser, was a seedUnir frofli 
Reve d'Or, the moat rambling of alt 
the noisettes, and In essence a true 
musk. 
Trier had harked back to a 
common ancestrj', the musk proper. 
The stage of perpetual flowerings ha« 
been eliminated.

and they should make tentative crosses 
which would probably yield a new 
race of garden hybrlda 
Curiously, 
the best ramblers are derived from 
one group out of about twenty. Into 
which the whole rose family Is botan- 
ically divided, and Interesting result» 
may be obtained from extending thm 
crosses into other groups. 


For delicate beauty, where dens« 
foliage Is not desirable, as In front of 
windows and in archways and upon 
lattic screen«, the climbing rose excells 
all other climbing plants. 
The crim- 
son rambler Is a great favorite, 


FEED FOR CniCTKS. 


Feeding is an Important factor !n 
the successful raising of chicks. 
For 
the first thlrty-sIx hours the newly 
hatched need no feed at all, as the 
yolk of the egg is absorbed, furnish- 
ing them with sufficient nourishment. 
After this period has elapsed give theia 
a supply of fine grit and charcoal, and 
if possible feed them some hard boiled 
eggs. 
The Infertile eggs from the In- 
cubator may bo used for this purpose. 
Then feed them some good commercial 
chick food, or if this Is not easily ob- 
tainable, give them a mixture of steel 
cut 
oatmeal, 
millet 
seed 
and 
fine 
cracked corn.

THE HEAD OF THE HERD 


"Show Me the Head of a Breeder's Herd, and I Can Tell You What 
Kind of a Herd He 
Keeps.' 


By WTVI. G. CHRISÎtfAX 


The selecting of the head of a herd 
Is a question which deserves much 
more thought and consideration than 
the average farmer thinks when the 
lubject first presents itself; and yet 
It Is one of the most important ques- 
tlons with which the breeder has to 
deal. 
Why? 


Because the sire is the foundation 
upon which the herd is built; just as 
no good structure can be erected with- 
out a firm foundation, neither can a 
good herd be established without a 
good sire at Its head. 


In selecting a head for your herd, 
the record must be closely examined, 
not only of this particular animal, but 
also the record of his sire and dam 
lor generations. 
If he Is an animal 
Of good type, possessing the charac- 
teristics peculiar to his breed, and has 
well-established blood lines, you can 
feel pretty well assured that he will 
transmit these characteristics to his 
Difspring. 


Since the male represents exactly 
one-half of the foundation of the herd. 
It is much cheaper, from a business 
standpoint, to purchase and maintain 
one good animal that represents so 
much blood of the herd and has such 
a marked power or Influence upon 
lUCh a large number of animals. 


In raising animals of any kind one 
object should be to produce as many 
as possible of the same general well- 
fixed 
characteristics: 
uniformity 
of 
Bile, style, conformation, general qual- 
ities and color markings. 
The nearer 
a lot of animals conform to the same 
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A Good Sire Headed the Herd In Which this Animal Was Raised. 


ideal the higher price they will com- 
mand. 


Just to give an example of a poor 
selection of a sire, I will cite a case 
I saw recently. 
It was a herd of 
swine numbering over two hundred. 
There were ten brood sows—no two 
alike in any respect, color not ex- 
cepted, as black, red, white and black 
spotted, as well as some red and white 
spotted. 
Let us look at the sire. 
He 
was of the nondescript class—neither 
a bacon nor a lard hog, with long 
nose, long legs, rainbow back' and 
large ears. What would you be willing 


to pay for such pigs? 
I can give you 
the sizes, as I saw several six-months- 
old pigs weighed by the butcher who 
had purchased them. 
They averaged 
53 pounds! 
Just think of it! 
One 
weighed 61 pounds, and it was not 
from lack of feed, for they were well 
fed twice a day. 


This shows the influence the sire 
has on the herd. 
Had this breeder 
kept a good sire, he would have raised 
an entirely different lot of pigs and 
some in which a profit could be an- 
ticipated over and above the expense 
of raising. 


POISON IN TIN CANS. 


A few mornings ago one of 
my 
neighbors found a big flock of his 
brooder-raised chicks cold and stiff in 
death. 
On Inquiry he learned 
that 
the good woman next door to him had 
emptied a can of salmon which after 
being opened and partially used had 
bsen kept in the house for some time, 
and, of course, had then begun to de- 
cay. 
The flock of chicks had found 
this salmon and greedily devoured It. 
For this Indiscretion they paid with 
their lives. 
This Incident reminds us 
once more of the dangers lurking in 
tin cans, and that spoiled meat and 
fish Is unfit even to feed 
animals. 
Better burj' or bum it.—B. T.

healthy 
milkers that milk with dry hands; a 
small-top 
milking 
pall; 
Immediate 
cooling of the milk at 50 degrees F or 
lower; storage of milk at a low tem- 
perature until delivered; a separate 
house 
for 
handling 
the 
milk; 
an 
abundant supply of pure water. 


NOTES OP THE POUI/TRY YARD. 


Turke.vs are excellent gleaners, and 
what would otherwise go to waste in 
distant grain feeds may be utilized 
by them. 


The fruit and vegetable garden re- 
quire richest soils and best culture. 
Of all farm work It pays best for work 
done, and suffers most from ncglect. 


Don't feed spoiled grain, fruit or 
vegetables to 
poultry. 
It will 
not 
pay. 
Spoiled or musty grain has little 
or no feeding value. 
It may keep a 
fowl alive, but that is all It will do. 


Oyster shell Is cheap arid it beats 
pounding old dishes. 
There are sev- 
eral different grades of shell. 
Some of 
It is ground or crushed too small to be 
of much value. 
The best shell for 
hens is about the size of small grains 
of corn. 


Don't mix grit with the feed. 
Place 
It in boxes or some particular place 
where the fowls will have easy access 
to It. 


The fly has rightly been called the 
undertaker's traveling salesman, and 
in addition to his regular line of "ty- 
phoid bugs" he carries a side line of 
tuberculosis. Asiatic cholera and other 
disease germs. 
Now is the time to 
"swat the fly."

spur of high prices the soil of our 
farms could be made to produce far 
more than at present. 
The crop of 
most farms could be doubled If the 
price of the product looked attractive. 


It -seems 
quite 
certain 
that 
the 
necessities of life will go higher In 
price, not only for this year, but fo» 
the next. 
The farmers of Europe who 
are now in the armies will hardly be 
aMe to do much with this year's crop, 
nor probably with the crop for next 
year. 
There will surely be a great 
difficulty in maintaining the food sup- 
ply of the populous nations of Europe. 
There may be difliculty In securing 
means of shipment, and it may be 
hard for the buyers to find the cash, 
but these needs will have to be met 
by the people of Europe. 
Both those 
at war and those at peace must be 
fed. • Our exporters are not very likily 
to sell anything unless paid for in ad- 
vance. 
Several of the nations 
that 
are usually the chief customers in food 
products will be likely to control the 
sea early In the war, and thus allow 
free shipment of food, at least to their 
own ports. 
It will be a time when 
the demand will be for the necessities 
rather than the luxuries. 
There will 
be, perhaps, less money, both at home 
and abroad, to spend for fruit and 
garden truck, but the demand will be 
enormous for such staples as grain, 
flour, 
meats and potatoes, and even 
for the less needful food articles like 
butter, cheese and eggs. 


GEESE NOT HARD TO RAISE 


A Dry Shed With Plenty of Clean Litter for Bedding, All Geese Seem to Require in Way of Shelter 


Trees that are tied In bundles when 
received 
must bo separated 
before 
being heeled in. 
If this is not done, 
it Is practically impossible to work 
the soil among the roots sufficiently 
well 'o prevent them from drying to 
a serious extent. 


Spade up some of the soil In the 
runs and give the chicks a chance to 
scratch and wallow In it. 
They will 
find many things in that freshly spaded 
soil which cannot be supplied to them 
in an artificial way. 


Prize winning Geese at New Y'ork State Farm. 


Geese are great foragers and will 
wander for mile^ in search of food. 
This Is particularly true of the com- 
mon kind, but the Improved 
breeds 
are not so much disposed to wander 
and for that reason are more easily 
cared for. 


Full grown geese can be turned out 
on the range or pasture and If grass 
is plentiful will take care of them- 
selves during six months of the year. 


They must have green food at all 
times. During the breeding and laying 
season they should be fed twice a day 
with corn meal and shorts In equal 
parts, slightly moistened. If their food 
Is sloppy it will cause bowel trouble. 
Stale bread sHghtlj' moistened 
with 
water is an excellent food and to this 
should be added ground beef scraps. 


Water Is much enjoyed by geese but 
It Is not at all necessary and. In fact. 


young goslings when being pushed for 
growth should not be allowed to swim, 
as all forms 
of exercise are objection- 
able. 
Geese lay from twelve to twen- 
ty eggs and then want to sit, but II 
they are prevented from doing so they 
win begin to lay again in about a 
week and will continue until the end 
of the season. 


It is better to keep geese laying 
eggs and 
hatch 
them 
under 
hens. 
Five or six eggs may be placed under 
a verj.- large hen but the average will 
be from three to five. The period of 
Incubation is thirty days. 
As a ruli 
geese are extremely fertile. 


When placing the eggs under the 
hen she should be thoroughly dusted 
with Insect powder. 
The eggs should 
be sprinkled 
with 
warm 
water, 
at 
least twice, during the last seven day« 
of hatching, and if the weather is very 
dry and hot it should be done oftener. 
Great care must be observed 
whsn 
hatching begins and the goslings mtisl 
be taken from the nest as soon aa 
they come from the shell as they are 
easily killed by being stepped on by 
the hen. 
P^it them in a basket and 
cover 
with 
flannel 
until 
all 
hava 
hatched out when they may be raised 
In a brooder as chlckes are. 
Thsy 
grow very rapidly and soon becoma 
too big for the hen to protect. 
They 
should be kept warm and dry until 
their bodies are well covered 
with 
down. 


It costs only a little more to pro- 
duce a pound of goose meat than a 
pound of pork and the price of tb« 
former is usually about fwice that of 
the - latter. 
If farmers could only b# 
made to realize this, geese farmlnif 
could be made as profitable here as la 
European countries. 


PREPARE POR THE BLOAT. 


Every stockman should be provided 
with a remedy which can be used on 
short notice if bloat does occur In the 
herds. 
Keeping the mouth open with 
a round stick between the Jaws Is 
helpful in allowing the gas to escape 
from the'stomach 
Generous doses of 
ginger and soda will often give relief. 
The last resort Is a knife, or. bettor 
still, the trochar, 
which should 
be 
found on every farm where clover Is 
pastured. 
Consult a cow doctor con- 
cerning 
Its 
use. 
Don't 
experiment 
until you know Just how and when to 
use It. 
Be prepared for trouble, and 
It may not overtake you.

Are your houses and barns 
pro- 
tected 
by 
lightning 
rods?

should be at once. 


Small fruits are an Ideal intercrop

I have known cases where setting 
hens died while sitting upon the nest, 
traceable to no other cause than rea 
mites, assisted in their propagation by 
filth, which had been allowed to ac- 
cumulate In the nesting boxes and the 
I floor of the hen houses. 
I>ark, dirty 
j and 
damp 
houses 
are 
especially 
j adapted for the breeding of these In- 
sects and offer favorable conditions 
for their rapid multiplication. 


By paying a visit to the hen house 
at night and being equipped with a 
good light, these pests may be de- 
tected. 
If any are found get busy, 
clean out every part of the house, 
overhaul the nesting boxes, burn up 
the nesting material, take down the 
roosts and paint them with lice paint 
or wa-sh them off with a strong solu- 
tion of disinfectant. 


Don't put chains behind the horses 
to keep them from backing out of

Shapiro, a local inventor who has sev- 
eral practical devices to his credit, is 
now negotiating with the United States 
government for the adoption of a high- 
explosive siege gun shell which lie de- 
clares rivals the famous German 42- 
centimeter fort-shattcrers. 


Shapiro recently perfected an elec- 


tric "thawing nipple" which prevents 
water pipes from freezing during cold 
weather. The mechanism consists of a 
mercury apparatus inserted in the pipa 
at its most exposed section permanent- 
ly. When the temperature drops tn a 
certain degree the mercury device, by 
electrical connections, send a warm cur- 
rent through the pipe, thus preventing 
ice from forminff.

Carson, of Indiana uni- 
versity, and so excellent were all the efforts of all the debaters that 
announcement was made that each of the others would swceiye » 
prize of $5.

The difficulty of amending the Constitution was one of the rea- 


sons advanced by the contestants why the fundamental law of the 
jtate should be revised. The Constitution should provide for non- 
partisan judges, it was asserted, and should make possible the or- 
ganization of new and advanced forms of city government. 


Conidtions of suffrage should be improved, it was said, in such 


i way as to make political corruption, such as illustrated in the 
tase of Terre Haute, impossible. 


Mention was made of the Terre Haute election fraud cases and 


the extent to which present political systems had permitted the 
debauchery of elections. The elimination of the liquor traffic was 
another need emphasized by the speakers.

Sentence of from two to twenty-one years in the Jeffersonvil 


reformatory has just been imposed by Judge Collins, at Indiana 
olis, upon a chauffeur who was convicted of involuntary ma 
slaughter in the death of a woman who was run down by the de- 
fendant's automobile, driven at high speed and with the driver un- 
der the influence of liquor. More than that, the court has declined 
to suspend sentence and the driver will be compelled to serve,his 
term. Nobody will contend, of course, that the man deliberately in- 
tended to kill the woman, but the shocking disregard for the lives 
and safety of others by auto drivers who befuddle their brains with 
liquor makes the action of the court salutary. Accidents are plenti- 
ful enough at best, but prison sentences will do much to lower the 
ratio of this particular variety.

The provincial legislature, in re- 
sponse to petitions from the farmer con- 
stituents lias enacted laws restricting 
the use of automobiles. Mondays, Wed- 
nesdays and Thursdays are motor days, 
under the law, and only on those days 
Aay automobiles appear on the streets 
or roads. It is permissible on motor 
days to take a car into the city parks 
of Charlottetown before noon, but not 
in the afternoon.

' Ivtrlottelown is privileged on motor 


:i>'::- to take a tour as far as seventeen 
niles north to the town of Stanhope. 
Ic may .qo five miles beyond the city 
imits in any other direction. And he 
cannot go anywhere on Sunday, Satur- 
day.

Saving the Mother of Seven.

The moth- 
er of seven, children of which the young- 
est is five weeks and the oldest not yet 
twelv« years, Mrs. Smith was found 
suffering from well advanced ravages 
of tuberculosis and in a fair way soon 
to leave her large, but tender,'brood 
motherless.

self. 
Her children were taken to the 


-Allen county orphans' home for tem- 
porary care and she was removed to

be won. Mrs. 


.Smith is young enough to have a long 
balance of her natural expectancy of 
life remaining if her health can be re- 
stored. In a few weeks or few months, 
if the present auguries are fulfilled, she 
will be restored to her home, and fam- 
ily with her strength recovered and 
ablo to devote herself to the rearing of 
those seven little ones into strong, use- 
ful and industrious men and -women. Tt 
is going to cost to keep Itfrs. Smith at 
the camp and her children in the or- 
phans' home perhaps something l<*ys 
than the price of a decent, burial. Shi- 
is going to be saved to usefulness) and 
her seven children arc

vouchsafed the priceless blessing of a 
good mother's love and care. Jt may 
be reasonably figured that Mrs. Smith 
will he able to sec to it. when her health 
is restored that her children shall not 
become chargra upon the public and just 
a* reasonably it may be supposed tbat 
they will grow up to add the wealth of 
strong bodies, good minds and willing 
industry to tho general sum of human 
resources. Mrs. Smith must be worth 
sating at the public cost, considered

"Brownie" is altogether a character

philosopher with some qualities of celes- 
tial sort and in the matter of sunshine 
he is tho center of his own solar sys- 
tem. 


AVhen his 
interviewer 
approached. 


"Brownie" was employed on the ground 
in the not specially diversified task of 
filling a large bottle with fine sand and 
then pouring it out again. "Brownie" 
was frank to admit th.it as- an outdoor 
sport this was some laps, behind base- 
ball and goin' fishin', but" he explained 
that the sand was quicksand that had 
been taken from a well near at hand 
and that it had some palpable merits 
over the ordinary kind. 
The force of

.0 set his dummy seal on the baby. He 
a most sorrowfully stricken with tu- 
berculosis of the bone and skin, but has

Daily Regimen at the Camp. 


Patients at Fort Ecrovery follow a 


strict daily regimen. 
The table pa- 


tients go to breakfast at 7 in the morn- 
ing, rest on their cots in the Burrs or 
in their lawn chairs outdoors from 9 
;o 11, when they are compelled to main- 
l.iin an absolute quiet, are given a light 
luncheon at 10 o'clock and receive their 
dinner at noon. 
From 1 to 3 in the 


afternoon th«y are obliged again to 
take, the two-hour rest, at the end of 
it getting another luncheon, and at G 
go to supper. They retire early. The 
four hours of perfect rest during the 
day is a positive, requirement. Their 
food is such as will tempt them to eat 
nnd at the same time be most nourish- 
ing. 
Each case is vigila/itU- watched 


and the records kept am minute and ex- 
acting. 
There is a graded Berfillon 


at the camp and twice a week the 


weight of each patient is taken to the 
fraction of 
an 
ounce. Increase of 


weight is the essential token of gain 
and the scale-beam is watched with 
hope and with trembling when "weigh 
ing-in" time comes around. 


All of the patients at the rn.n;p nrr 


reported to be doinj well and it is be- 
linvcd that all will be restored. Konc 
of the. cases now there was in advanced 
sfapcs of the malady, but en<-.h was in 
imminent peril and without 
interven- 


tion of some sort most mrcly 
was 


doomed. 


It is not necessary in all ca«» to 


kec.p patients there until recovery is 
compMc. Many of them can he taught 
not only how to promote their own rn 
covcry nt home, but how (o protect the 
members of thfir families from d 
by contort. This will prove valuable 
in even tho«c rases where tho dise.ise 
has projiress«d beyond the period of ar- 
rest. Tuberculosis is not a hereditary 
dis*ra-«c. but it is communicable. Tt is 
Oio fort *S livintr constantly with it 


efforts vast credit Is due for the estab- 
lishment of the camp as well an for the 
preliminary work of the Fort TVbyne 
Anti-Tuberculosis league. Mrs. Gra- 
ham ia a graduate nurso, ha« had much 
experience, in sanitarium work and waa 
for two yearn at the Indiana state hos- 
pital for tuberculosis patients at Roek- 
ville, Ind.

rapidly as it has, but during recent 
years the liquor interests have organ- 
ized their forces in nation and in state 
and wherever an issue has been made 
they have supported tho local saloon 
element with money and with speakers. 
Complete Prohibition 
of 
Manufacture 


and Sale Only Solution. 


Tlie liquor question is, therefore, no 


longer an abstract question; in taking 
a position on any legislative phase of 
it one has to decide not merely what 
course he would, if able to direct legis- 
lation, regard as most practicable, hut 
whether in taking sides ho will become 
the political associate of'those who have 
ii personal interest in the Bale of liquor, 
or act with those who have n public in- 
terest in the welfare of the community. 


For many years I have felt disposed 


to decide the question according to the 
circumstances of each particular case 
but I found that everywhere, and at all 
times, the liquor interests not only pre- 
ferred the smallest legislative unit, but 
obstructed every effort made for the pro- 
tection of the public. 


I have, therefore, reached the conclu 


sion that complete prohibition of the 
manufacture nnd sale 
of 
intoxicating 


liquor furnishes the best legislative so 
lution of the problem. 


If we allow liquor to be sold we arc 


kept busy trying to enforce restrictions 


—it is like inviting a burglar into the 
louso and then staying awake all night 
o watch him. 
Vote in Congress Called Terrific Indict- 


ment of Liquor Traffic. 


I am not in ft position to decide when, 


as a matter of policy, prohibition ought 
to be made an i*sue in any particular 
state, but wherever it is made an issue 
by legitimate authority my sympathies 
are wholly on the side of those who ad- 
vocate prohibition, and wholly against 
the liquor interests. 


When the amendment was voted upon 


in the house of representatives at the 
last session of congress I expressed the 
opinion that tho time was not ripe for 
nn attempt to secure national prohibi- 
tion, but I announced, at the same time, 
that I would favor national prohibition 
if a constitutional amendment waa sub- 
mitted. 


The resolution received a larger vote 


than I expected, having a clear majority 
—a fact which, in itself, contains a ter- 
rific indictment of the liquor trafflc. 


At the rate at which the sentiment is 


now growing it will not he many years 
before a national prohibition amcndmcni 
is submitted, and when the sentiment in 
favor of prohibition is so strong thai 
two-thircls of the "members 
of 
botl 


houses favor its submission it will prob 
ably lie ratified by three-fourths of th< 
states. 


Does Not Want Prohibition to Be Issue 


of Campaign of 1916. 


1 hope, that national prohibition will 


not be an issue in the campaign of 1910. 
I prefer to see that campaign fought out 
upon the economic issues which divide 
the two leading parties. The democrat- 
ic party has made a. splendid record in 
matters of legislation and 
administra- 


tion, and its defeat might result in tho 
undoing of some of the tilings that have 
been accomplished. 


I believe that, for the present, at least 


until after 1!U(J, it is .better to make the 
prohibition fight in tho states.that are 
ready for it rather-than in tho nation. 


But, wherever it is an Issue in the 


states I hope to see the democratic par- 
ty take tho prohibition side. It is not 
only tho moral side but the, economic 
side as well, and no party can hope to 
gnin any permanent advantage by ally- 
ing itself with the distillers, tho brew- 
ers and tho saloonkeepers who, for pe- 
cuniary reasons, seek to perpetuate an 
evil which surpasses any other evil in 
our land.

Mr. Bryan's statement follows:

It is natural 
jthat in a contest between your father- 
lland and other European nations, your 
'sympathies should be with the country

No Suspicion of Patriotism. 


"While the attacks made upon the 


iresident by the 
extremists of both 


ides were very unjust, it was equally 
unjust to suspect the patriotism of those 
vho took sides. I feel well enough ae- 
•juainted with the European-born Amer- 
cnns to believe that in a war between 
his country and any European power, 
he naturalized citizens from that coun- 
;ry would be as quick to enlist as na- 
.ive-born citizens. As I am now speak- 
ng to German-Americans, I am glad to 
•epeat in public what I have often said 
n private, and would have said in pub- 
lic before but for the fact that it would 
not have been proper for one in my offi- 
cial position to do so—namely, that in 
case of war between the United States 
and Germany—if BO improbable a sup- 
position can 
be considered—German- 


Americans would be as prompt to enlist 
and as faithful to the flag as any other 
portion of our people. What I have 
said in regard to the German-Americans 
is an introduction to an appeal which I 
fee! it my duty to make to them. 


Should Be Forgotten. 


"First: 
[f any of them have ever in 


a moment of passion or excitement sus- 
pected the president, of luck of neutral-

people, let that thought be forgotten.

whether the killing is by drowning or 
starving; no nation can justly plead the 
'inhumanity of her enemies as an excuse 
for inhumanity on ]yr own part.' While 
it is true that cruelty SB apt to beget 
cruelty it cannot be said that like cures 
like. Even in war we are not absolved 
from the obligation to remedy evils by 
the influence of a good example. 
'Let 


your lights so shine' is a. precept that 
knows no times nor seasons as it knowg 
neither latitude nor longitude. 


Cases Are Different. . 


"Third: 
Do not attempt to connect 


the negotiations which are going on be- 
tween the United States and Germany 
with those between the United States 
and Great Britain. The cases are dif- 
ferent, but even if they were the same, 
it would be necessary to treat with each 
nation separately. My personal preference 
has been to repeat our insistence that 
the allies shall not interfere with or 
commerce with neutral countries, but 
the differences on this point was a mat- 
ter of judgment and not a matter of 
principle. In the.note to Great Britain, 
dated March ?.n. this government said: 


"'In view of these assurances tormal- 


ly given to this government, it is con- 
fidently expected 
that 
the extensive 


powers conferred by the order in coun- 
cil on the executive offices of the crown

Hopes Germany Will Acquiesce. 


"Fourth: 
I hope that Germany will 


acquiesce in the demands that have been 
made and I hope that she will acquicscu 
in them without conditions. 
She cnn 


trust the United States to deal justly 
with her in the consideration of any 
changes that she may propose in the in- 
ternational rules that govern the tak- 
ing of prizes. The more generously she 
acts in this matter the greater will be 
the glory which she will derive from it. 
She bus raised a question which is now 
receiving serious consideration, namely, 
whether the introduction of the sub- 
marine necessitates any change in the 
rules governing the capture of prizes. 
The position seemingly taken by Ger- 
many namely that she is entitled to 
drown non-combatants because they ride 
with contraband is an untenable posi- 
tion; the most that she could insist up- 
on is that, in view of the introduction 
of this new weapon of warfare, new 
rules could be adopted—separating pas- 
sengers from objectionable cnrgo. 
If the 


use of the submarine justifies such a 
change in the law /if blockade as will 
permit the cordon to be withdrawn \nr 
enough from the shore to avoid the 
danger of submarine attack, may it not 
be found possible to secure an interna- 
tional agreement 
by which passengers 


will be excluded from ships carn-ins 
contraband, or at least from those "car- 
rying ammunition. It would require rmt 
a slight change in the shipping laws to 
make this separation and belligerent na- 
tions might be restrained from unneces- 
sarily increasing the contraband list if 
they were compelled to carry contraband 
on transports as they now carry troops. 
Personally, I would like to see' the use 
of submarines abandoned entirely, just 
us I would like to see an abandonment 
of the use of aeroplanes and Zeppelins 
for the carrying of explosives, but I am 
not sanguine enough to believe that any 
effective instrument of warfare would 
be abandoned as long as war continues.

Mountain, or Cross of Calvary, as it is 
omctimes called, was first erected. The 
irst American cross, according to the 
listorians, was raised In 1S62, but that 
crocs ?ucceeded one which had fallen 
n decay from the ravages of time and 
wind that beat against its inscrutable 
?arc. Earlv last vear Rev. Father 


Charles 
A. Ramm, secretary to the 


archbishop of the diocese of Sari Fran- 
cisco, attempted to trace the history of 


I the cross but failed. He was assisted 


in the search by Father Zephyrm, D. 
?. M-, of Santa Barbara, mission, but 
?ath.er Zephyrin looking over the annals 
of the city published in 1855, finds an 
account only of the laying out of the 
cemetery at the base of the hill. There 
is no mention of the cross. At that 
time it must have been an ancient or 
at least a familiar landmark on the 
pinnacle of the hill. 


A few historians hold that Father 


Junipero Serra, founder of tho Califor- 
nia missions, placed the cross of Gal- 
vary on the lonely mountain top. This, 
however, is disproved by Father Zephy- 
rin. 
He points out that the only cross 


planted by the early padres as far as 
history extends, wag the cross at Poinl 
Lolios and the cross just behind the old 
fort on the Golden Gate. 


. If it is not a cross of the Spanish 
padres, who, then, placed it there to 
serve as an inspiration to the faithfu' 
and as a guide, perhaps, to the wander 
ers in an unsettled country?

•M ti* youngsters 


coming from 
to fill the shoes of 


these men who have given the game 
their best and who have won their 
way into the hearts of fandom? 
Many of them were idols more pop- 
ular than any public man. As me- 
chanical players, their places may 
be filled. But there are few young- 
sters coming up who will get the 
hero worship that these 
veterans 


going back have had. 


Let's take a few of these names 


and see if it is possible to match 
them, man for man, with the new- 
comers, or comparatively newcom- 
ers in tho game today. So far as I 
am able to figure out, it is possible 
in only a very few cases. 


Mind you, I'm speaking now of 


baseball ability and baseball popu- 
larity. 


Against Honus Wagner one might 


put Ty Cobb, losing nothing in abil- 
ity and popularity.

"Dutch" Leonard and all the others 
are not the idols of the fans as 
Matthewson was and still, to a cer- 
tain extent, is. 


Joe Jackson is a wonderful hitter, 


but outside of Cleveland, he is not 
an "idol of the bleachers" or a re- 
markable gate attraction. 


Benny Kauff, in a new league, is 


probably the most talked of player 
in his own circuit, but whether the 
great Benny will ever attain the 
heights of hero worship that were 
once aceorded to Tommy Leach or 
Hal Chase—though Chase in many 
ways is not a popular ball player—is 
a question. 


No, the heroes are passing and 


there seems to be none to take their 
places in baseball's smart set

joke and that the old man hits 'em 
as hard as ever and fields 'cm just 
as clean, the fact remains that the 
fans ate not coming cut this year to 
see the "Flying Dutchman" as they 
once did. 
And 'there's a reason. 


Even at second base, the veteran 
covers no more ground than the 
good average voting second sacker. 
Pitchers are not passing him as they 
used to do in a pinch. They take a 
chance on Honus nowadays and pass 
the Saiers and the Longs and the 
Schmidts and fellows like that of 
whom you never beard until a year 
or so ago. 


MattUewson lost his first three

not as economicaKnor do they 
equal in any way> the home- 
made goods. 


Some housekeepers claimHhat they 


have "no luck" in putting up fruit 
when the trouble is really a disregard 
of a feT? general rules that make lor 
success. 


In the first place, select ripe fruit 


and vegetables free from spot. Over- 
ripe material will not be a success. 
Both fruit and vegetables should be 
canned as soon after picking as possi- 
ble for they lose a good deal of flavor 
standing around. 


Use a white enamel lined cooking 


vessel and cook on a gas stove when 
possible, as the heat'can be kept at 
an evcu temperature. Sterilize every 
jar and top and always use new rub- 
bers. The wide-mouthed, glass top 
jar is best, as it holds the fruit in bet- 
ter shape and the tops last from year 
to year. The metal tops are apt to 
be damaged in opening. Vegetables 
are best cooked In the can. Fill the 
jars with uncooked material, screw 
down the tops, put them in a boiler of 
cold water and boil three hours. 


Allow the jars to cool in the water 


theii put on the rubbers, fill to over- 
flowing with boiling water and put on 
the tops. 
Be sure and do not put on the rub- 


bers until after cooking. The boiling 
ruins the rubbers. 


Before putting away, try the jars 


again to see if covers are tight In 
cooling, they sometimes loosen. 


String beans are harder to keep 


than most vegetables and it is best to 
allow them to cool and boil up three 
times before putting on the rubbers. 
They will not spoil if this is done. 


It is well to place a board with au* 


ger holes in the bottom of the boiler 
to keep the jars from direct contact 
with the bottom. 
Some use folded 


newspaper. 


For fruit about the same method Is 


used. If possible, pick the fruit in dry 
weather. Wash, peel and pack tha 
jarB. 
. 
Make a syrup, of sugar and water, 


one cup of sugar to three of water. 
They may be cooked in the oven in a 
draining pan in about two Inches of 
water. ' 
When tender, fill jars to overflowing 


with the syrup and put on rubbers 
and tops.

His mother was 
entitled to vote in his favor—wom- 
en having been granted the right of 
franchise in Illinois—but because of 
the death of her husband last July 
and because she is still grieving, she •' 
did not go to the polls. 


Her daughter, 
Mina, however, 


went to the polls and cast her ballot 
in favor of her bother. 


Mrs. Mollman was bora in Baden, 


Germany, and when she was but 10 
years old came to Mascoutah, 111. In 
1861 she was married to J. D. Moll- 
man. He was engaged in the har- 
ness business and each son was 
taught this trade. 


In 1903 the Mollmans moved to 


East St. Louis and the father entered 
the harness manufacturing business 
with his son, Fred. Prior to this 
.time Fred had qualified himself for 
the work by coming to St Louis 
and learning bookkeeping in a har- 
ness factory at a salary of 55 a 
week. During his stay in St. Louis 
he learned the rigid economy that be 
is now applying to the affairs of his 
city by living on 30 cents a day for 
food.

Motto Of American Scoats 
German Lads Are Taught 
Actual Use Of Weapons 
and Army Tactics-Dummy 
Battleships Used to Train 
Youths In Naval Science 


While people In this country are 


flinging, "I didn't raise my boy to be 
a soldier," mothers in England and 
Germany arc gladly giving up their 
sons to the government for the mil- 
itary training that will fit them for 
service should they be called upon. 


In both countries boys from 15 to 


18 years of age arc being given the 
real training that will fit them for 
war. 


Schoolboys at that sentimental 


age where the thought of death on 
the battlefield seems most inspiring, 
are the most willing of the boy re- 
cruits. 


At some distant date perhaps, 


when the trained soldiery is ex- 
hausted, these youths inspired by a 
romantic love of warfare may go 
to the front to meet other boys in 
the last conflict of the war. 


However absurd it may appear, 


both Germany and England are 
training their youth not for duty as 
Boy Scouts, but for actual warfare. 


In Germany the lads are being put 


through the drills that will fit them 
for sailors. They are taught to man 
guns, drill, box the compass, sleep 
in hammocks, wear sailor garb, steer 
small vessels, take in sail and the 
many other things connecled with 
naval duty. 


In several places training ships 


on land have been erected on which 
these boys may train as part of their 
daily play. ' There are crow-nests 
erected to which the boys may climb 
and rig sail. 
There are guns on 


deck for them to aim. There are 
quarters below for them to get used 
to. 


The boys in Germany at these va- 


rious on-land naval 
training sta- 


tions may see all of the actual prac- 
tice they might get on a man-or- 
war. Each training ship beside be- 
ing in charge of experienced naval 
officers has its boy officers. The 
greatest rivalry is shown between 
the youths for these positions. Many 
lads arc quitting their studies in 
the schools to work on these inland 
training ships and 
vie with their ' 


companions for places among the 
youthful "officers." 


TRAISTJfG IN 
GEKMAST. 


In Germany the position of officer 


on one of these inland training ships 
is just as important and austere as 
on many a naval vessel. The boys 
find themselves controlled by the 
other youths who have won these 
positions and in a spirit of loyalty 
obey their commands. 


Thus in Germany there are thou- 


sands of boys training for naval du- 
ty under their" own commanders. 
These volunteer prospective fight- 
ers feel their calling and its duty 
more than even the men actually 
afloat in the. great German battle- 
ships or 
the 
warriors 
in 
the 


trenches. Their eagerness is such 
that it is predicted that when they 
end their course they will be bet- 
ter trained than the men now afloat 
In the German navy. 


The boys, too, are trained for sub- 


marine work. They know every part 
of such an under-sea vessel from its 
periscope 
to 
its 
propellers and 


there is many a group of enthusi- 
astic German boys that might now 
be placed in charge of one of these 
destroyers and serve with as much 
skill and fidelity as their ciders. 


Submarine life, in fact, has the 


greatest attraction to those boys ui 
tender youth and their hope now is 
that in some future time they may 
sce actual service for their country 
beneath the water and may surpass 
the work of some of their ciders in 
destroying vessels of the English. 


THE LAM) 


LUBBERS. 


In the department of 
the army 


these boys are being trained like- 
wise. Not as Boy Scouts to build 
fires, erect tents, care for the in- 
jured, etc.. but in the ordinary de- 
tails of war. Germany never was 
much in favor of Boy Scouts. It bad 


a more useful purpose for those fu- 
ture citizens. Instead of training 
them in woodcraft and the other 
gentler arts of the Boy Scouts, it 
was prepared when ihc time came 
to give them actual training in war- 
fare. They have been taught to sight 
the great guns that their Fatherland 
produces, to dig trenches, to shoot 
rifles with deadly accuracy and to 
advance on a foe. 
They have all 


the military training of the experi- 
enced troops in the trenches, and, 
indeed, when these fighters are dead, 
Germany will have regiment upon 
regiment of boys to throw into the 
field. 


This is but one of the ways Ger- 


many has prepared herself for war. 
lu times of peace she is a peaceful 
nation, but in times of war she is a 
nation of war with every man, wom- 
an and child ready to face the foe. 
The great German military exports 
who prepared for the present con- 
flict worked out every inch of the 
problem without including the boy 
troops, but they realized that at 
sometime these youths might be 
called on and so at present they are 
preparing for this duty. Guns and 
ammunition are available and train- 
ed boy troops are waiting the call 
of their Fatherland. 


In enlisting even these boys Ger- 


many has had no difficulty. Tho'na- 
tion's flag does not have to be waved 
in their faces. For each vacancy in 
the regular staff there are at least 
twenty applicants, according to let- 
ters being received in the United 
States. So German boya have- not 
volunteered for extraordinary serv- 
ice 
through 
any 
hysteria, but 


through love of the Fatherland. 
These boys have been raised in a mil- 
itary atmosphere. Their fathers be- 
fore them were soldiers and they, 
too, faced military service. At some 
time they must serve so they argue, 
why not now? 


GREAT BRITAIFS 
SYSTEM. 


England, too, has been preparing 


its boys—not exactly by training in 
warfare, but by practical lessons ID 
woodcraft, first-aid to the injured, 
in camping, building fires and 1st 
caring for themselves. 
So has 


France. Were it to come to an ac- 
tual battle between these childish 
forces the German youths would be 
better prepared. 


At some future time two great ar- 


mies of hoys may confront each oth- 
er in the field of battle when the 
great troops of adults are swept 
away by rifle and cannon fire. Lads 
with young captains, generals and 
commanders may 
occupy 
thos« 


trenches in which the great battlea 
now arc being fought and perhaps 
these youths may be called upon at 
some very remote date to settle by 
their 
rifles the present European 


difficulty. 


Were such a battle of boys to oc- 


cur what would be its outcome? No 
doubt with' the present conditions of 
sentiment running high these youths 
would prove indomitable warriors. 
But imagine them shouldering guns 
that are almost as heavy as they, 
aiming and firing large cannon, the 
vibration of which would almost 
ovcrtopplc a regiment of youths? 
Would not the war come speedily 
to an end if there were but such 
warriors? 
Would not their com- 


mon sense and their love of mother 
compel them to go bade homo and 
leave battles unfought that peace 
might be restored? 


When the last great battle of the 


present war is fought and no men 
remain to continue the fray will not 
.these youths, thrown into war In 
that tender age that inspires all to 
be heroes, surrender to each other 
in the most amiable of terms?

LESSON S IN FIRST 


AID TO INJURED

forth tomorrow and ask for boy vol- 
unteers they would find the youth 
of the- nation responding ten times 
as quickly as their elders.' 


Boys at the romantic age are will- 


ing to enter anything that has with 
It an element of danger. 


Whenever a battalion of soldiers 


of any nation marches forth to bat- 
tle there will be a largo crowd 
cheering. There will be women in 
the foreground, teai fully bidding 
farewells to their husbands. But in 
the background there will be boys 
from 14 to 20 years of age longing 
to go forth with the troops. Tho 
United States had this experience in 
the Spanish-American 
war when 


with the playing of the "Star Span- 
gled Banner," the waving of tho flag 
and the passage of troops many boys 
deserted their homes to follow the 
army. 


At that time had there been a boy 


brigade every youngster able to car- 
ry even a wooden gun would have 
been in the ranks. This is not so 
mudh the result of hero worship or 
hysteria, but a love of country born 
in all nations. Just as the American 
flag inspires its men, women and 
children to deeds of heroism so the 
German and English flags arc arous- 
ing the youth of their country to 
prepare for arms. 


Many a woman in England and 


Germany today Is bemoaning the 
loss of a son of tender years who has 
gone to the front pretending to he a 
roan, yet they say nothing, for the 
love of country is uppermost in 
their minds. When the Civil War 


broke out in the United States the 
number of boys who went to tho 
front as drummers was remarkable. 


These boys volunteered to serve 


their country through the single in- 
spiration of patriotism. In Germany 
it is different. 
Every male child 


born in that country is destined to 
at some time enter the military. 
German babies, it might be said, are 
born with guns on their shoulders 
for at some time in their career they 
must shoulder, arms and serve the 
Fatherland und Kaiser. 


Military experts say that it will 


be a long time before these youthful 
forces meet each other in battle, 
but even -they concede that at the 
rapid rate men are falling in battle 
now this war of youths is inevita- 
ble. Even the governments that, arc 
training these boys for future war- 
faro concede, that if they are not of 
use in the present conflict that by 
,the time the war is ended they will 
be ready to serve as that reserve 
force that must man battleships and 
fill up army battalions when the war 
has leveled the forces and left only 
a few for the defense of the coun- 
try.

article of food in the human dietary 
and It Is also the most contaminable.

Not that 
this la an exclusively baby problem, 
for all sorts of diseases are carried 
through milk. Tuberculosis Is an ex- 
ample of this class, and a number of 
epidemics of diptheria and scarle 
fever havo been traced to the milk 
supply, but when we pause to conside 
that one-fifth of nil the babies born 
in the United States die in thpir in 
fancy from preventable diseases, and 
that sixty per cont of these are du 
to gastro-intestinal diseases, due to 
improper feeding or impure milk, w 
naturally begin to look into the cause

FEED FOR CHICKS. 


Feeding Is an Important factor In 


the successful raising of chicks. For 
the flrst thirty-six hours the newly 
hatched need no feed at all, as the 
yolk of tho egg Is absorbed, furnish- 
ing them with sufficient nourishment. 
After this period has elapsed give th«m 
a supply of fine grit and charcoal, and 
if possible feed them some hard boiled 
eggs. The Infertile eggs from the In- 
cubator may be used for this purpose. 
Then feed them some good commercial 
chick food, or if this Is not easily ob- 
tainable, give them a mixture of steel 
cut oatmeal, millet seed and fine . 
cracked corn.

"Show Me the Head of a Breeder's Herd, and I Can Tell You What Kind of a Herd He Keeps." 


By \VM. G. CHIUSMAX 


Farmers in 


Strong Position 


'The selecting of the heart of a herd 


Is a question which deserves much 
more thought and consideration than 
'he' average farmer thinks when tho 
mbject first presents itself: and yet 
it Is one of the most important ques- 
tions -with which the breeder has to 
deal. Why? 


Because the sire is the foundation 


upon which the herd is built; just as 
no good structure can be erected with- 
out a flrm foundation, neither can a 
good herd be established without a 
good sire at Its head. 
' In selecting a head for your herd, 
the record must be closely examined, 
not only of this particular animal, but 
also the record of his sire and dam 
tor generations. If he Is an animal 
of good typo, possessing tho charac- 
teristics peculiar to his breed, and has 
well-established blood lines, you can 
feel pretty •well assured that he will 
transmit these characteristics to his 
aftipring. 


Since the male represents exactly 


one-half of the foundation of the herd 
It-Is much cheaper, from a busines; 
standpoint, to purchase and maintain 
one good animal that represents so 
much blood of tho herd and has such 
a. marked power or influence upon 
luch a large number of animals. 


In raising animals of any kind on 


object should bo to produce as manj 
as possible of the same general well 
fixed characteristics: uniformity o 
«Ue, style, conformation, general qual 
IWes and color markings. Tho neare 
a lot of animals conform to the Earn
